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REPORT OF THE TRANSPORT AND ENVIRONMENT COMMITTEE 


To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council: 


The Transport and Environment Committee presents its ELEVENTH Report for 1983 and 
respectfully recommends: 


1. That: 


i. 


Council endorse a proposal of Glanford Helicopter Services Ltd. to have a 
suitably equipped "Medi-Vac" air ambulance helicopter based at the 
Hamilton Civie Airport in Mount Hope, and that said helicopter be dedicated 
to providing an expedient ambulatory service to the Hamilton and area 
hospitals. 


This resolution be forwarded to Regional Council with a request for 
endorsation and appropriate action. 


2. That in accordance with the guidelines of Transport Canada governing the lease of 
space at airports: 


i.

Council confirm their previous decision that rent be charged to Peninsula 
Air Services and Canadian War Plane Heritage for the apron space that each 
operator is using. 


The City take all steps necessary including through the courts, if required, 
to collect the arrears in rent for the use of the apron space during the period 
August 1, 1981 to July 31, 1983 for Peninsula Air Services in the amount of 
$2,225.00 and Canadian War Plane Heritage in the amount of $1,848.75. 


NOTE:If the City does not wish to proceed with the collection of the arrears 
in rent from the two fixed based operators, Peninsula Air Services 
and Canadian War Plan Heritage, the result could be a reduction in 
the operating subsidy received by the City from Transport Canada in 
the amount of arrears owing $2,508.96 for the period August 1, 1981 
to December 31, 1982 (17 months). 


If the City cancels the above rental arrears for the two operators, 
then it should also cancel the charge for the rent paid by Interflite 
Air Services on the apron space adjacent to buildings T33 and T36 in 
the amount of $2,204.17. This amount would be credited to the rental 
and tax arrears for 1983 outstanding against Interflite. 


Additional land rental charges for use of the apron space by the Hamilton 
Flying Club and the Experimental Aircraft Association be approved as per 


the following, to be effective September 1, 1983:

That By-law 77-181, which provides for the rules and regulations governing Hamilton 
Civie Airport, be expanded to cover the control of motor vehicles, pedestrians, 
aircraft and equipment on the apron of the Hamilton Civie Airport. 


That the City give consideration to providing the landing, terminal user fees and 
vehicle parking charges: connected with five flights to be made by Air Canada from 
Hamilton Airport on an early Saturday in October for the benefit of the United Way. 


NOTE: Air Canada is providing five round trip flights to Niagara Falls for the 
benefit of the United Way. Each flight will last forty to forty-five minutes 
and regular tickets will be purchased by the passengers. 


Nordair is providing ground handling service free and the City has been 
asked to forego landing, terminal user fees for the aircraft and parking fees 
to the passengers that come by car. 


As the City would have to make up the revenue lost to Transport Canada, 
this would cost the City a total of $2,274.20 made up as follows: — 


Landing fees $1,452.20 
Terrninal user fees 572.00 
Vehicle parking 250.00 
TOTAL $2,274.20 


Staff recommends that the City does contribute as it will provide excellent 
exposure of the airport to 1,000 passengers, attendant well-wishers and 
friends. 


The new apron will be completed by this time and the exercise will provide a 
good illustration of the size of aircraft that the airport can handle. 


That the City of Hamilton agree with Transport Canada's recommendation that 
Commissionaires providing a 24 hour service for $64,000 a year replace Hamilton- 
Wentworth Police who heretofore have provided a 16 hour coverage at a cost of 
$150,000 per year. 


NOTE: Transport Canada as a result of a change in government policy no longer 
requires an armed presence at each air carrier departure. Consequently, the 
purpose for which the police were hired no longer exists. Commissionaires 
will be well able to fulfill future requirements of airport surveillance at the 
much reduced cost.

Whereas, Clause 22(b) of the Twenty-Fifth Report of the Planning and Development 
Committee, as adopted by City Council at its meeting held on 78 08 29 
recommended that a Subdivision Agreement be entered into between the City and 
Mr. John F. Petis, owner of "Quincy Court", Hamilton, the land to be subdivided, 


It is reeommended that: 


i. Section 4 of the 18th Report of the Traffic and Engineering Committee as 
adopted by City council on 79 05 08 be rescinded; 


ii. The revised Schedules for the estimated cost of services, appended hereto, 
be approved for inclusion in the proposed Subdivision Agreement for "Quincy 
Court"; 


iii. The City's share of the cost of services for this development be charged to 
the Reserve for Services through Unsubdivided Lands, Account No. 0280-12; 


iv. The approval of the above clauses be subject to the condition that no work

Committee, City Council on 83 05 28 granted permission to the owner of The 
Winking Judge Pub, to lease the road allowance at 25 Augusta Street for outdoor 
boulevard cafe purposes; and 


Whereas, the annual fees for this privilege were to be established at a future date 
when the policy for such encroachments was established; and 


Whereas, the policy for 'Seasonal Licence' and 'Annual Licence' for outdoor 
boulevard cafes has now been concluded. 


It is therefore reeommended, that an annual fee of $305.76 plus applicable taxes 
(estimated at $146.97 per year) be set for this privilege, which fee shall be due and 
payable to the Corporation 30 days from the date of this resolution, in addition to 
the $25 annual fee to be charged to the owners for encroachment insurance, 
satisfactory to the City Solicitor. 


That: 


i. the Regional Commissioner of Engineering be authorized to reconstruct and 
repair as required the sidewalks on both sides of Mohawk Road East from 
70 m east of Upper Wellington Street to 130 m west of Upper Wentworth 
Street. 


ii. the cost of these works be financed from the residual funds available in the 
1983 City of Hamilton Reconstruction Programme (Supplementary List) up 
to a limit of $55,000. 


That the Henderson General Hospital be advised and directed to take the necessary 
steps to ensure that children from the proposed Day Care Centre at the south-east 
corner of Poplar Avenue and Mountain Park Avenue are kept off the City road 
allowance. 
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NOTE: The former Nurse's residence at the above-noted location is currently being 
converted to a Day Care Centre. Staff was requested by Alderman Merling 
to. investigate the location of a new chain link fence which appeared to be on 
the Poplar Avenue road allowance. A field survey has indicated that the 
fence is indeed encroaching a distance of 2.0 to 2.36 feet for 18.0 and 81.25 
feet respectively. 


The fence does not constitute a hazard to pedestrian or vehicular traffic. 
‘However, there may be a problem with liability to the City in the event a : 
child is injured-while playing on the road allowance in the fenced area. 


Furthermore, approximately 16-20 months ago the Transport and 
Environment Committee denied the request of the McMaster's Student Union 
to fence a portion of a City road allowance in order to establish a similar 
day care facility, indicating that fencing of the road allowance is contrary 
to Section 9 of the City of Hamilton's Streets By-Law No. 9329. 


36. That the proposed widening of Grove Street to 8.0 m by widening on the north side 
only be deleted and that the sidewalks be reconstructed in their original location. 


NOTE: Council in approving the 1983 Reconstruction Programme on 83 02 08 
approved the reconstruction of the sidewalks on Grove Street from Liberty 
to Wellington Streets including a widening of the roadway to 8.0 m by 
widening on the northside of the street only (approximately 1.0 m). It has 
come to the attention of staff that Bell Canada would require major 
alterations to their existing plant on the north side of Grove Street at a 
total cost of $20,000 of which Bell Canada would be responsible for $12,500 
and the City's cost would be $7,500. The tender price for the reconstruction 
of the sidewalks is approximately $27,500. In addition, we have received 
complaints from residents on the street concerning the proposed widening. 
Although this proposed widening was advertised in accordance with The 
Municipal Act, it is quite possible that the majority of the residents were 
not aware of the proposed widening.

i. the Transport and Environment Committee approve construction of a 
standard concrete sidewalk on the north side of Cannon Street from 
Kenilworth Avenue to Cameron Avenue to be financed from the Homeside 
O.N.I.P. budget, and to be carried out during the 1983 construction season,

ii. the Committee take the necessary steps to instruct Regional staff to 
prepare and process the required contract documents covering this work. 


NOTE: City Council, at its meeting of 1982 December 14, approved a by-law (no.

"Provide a safe route for children to reach the (Priority 
One) Park by continuing the sidewalk on the north side 
of Cannon Street between Cameron Avenue and 
Kenilworth Avenue."

the project to construct the new Chedoke Maintenance Depot in the total 
amount of $1,128,000 be approved and 


the Finance Committee recommend the method of financing for the 
$618,000 for which funding has not previously been approved. 


City Council, at its meeting held on June 1, 1977, approved Item 21 of the 
Eighteenth Report of the Traffic and Engineering Committee which 
recommended the construction of a new District Yard building on Hill 
Street. The Board of Control recommended, at that time, that the $510,000 
be financed from the capital levy. 


City Council, at its meeting held on August 29, 1978, approved Item 27(6) of 
the Fortieth Report of the Board of Control which recommended that "the 
Hill Street Maintenance Yard operation be transferred to Chedoke Service 
Depot after a new building, presently being designed, is built at this 
location". 


The 1983 - 1987 Capital Budget provides for this project in the total amount 
of $1,128,000 including a land acquisition from Canadian Porcelain Company 
Limited. The purchase of this land was completed on April 18, 1983. 


With a total budget of $1,128,000 and previously approved funding in the 
amount of $510,000, there is a balance of $618,000 for which funding is not 
yet in place. 


the Director of Public Works be authorized and directed to reconstruct that 
portion of the Wentworth Street Steps from Mountain Park Avenue to the 
west leg of the Sherman Access at a total estimated cost of $125,000.

NOTE: For the information of the members of City Council, the estimated cost for 
implementation of Alternative "C" is approximately $200,000. and is provided for in the overall 
appropriation for the Downtown Action Plan. 


That the appropriate Committee of City Council consider the feasibility of closing the south leg 


of King Street from John Street to James Street, to all vehicular traffic, during the Downtown 
Action Plan Construction Programme. 
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NOTE: The committee is of the opinion that cost savings in construction will result if this street 
ean be closed to all vehicular traffic, including buses and service vehicles, during the 
construction period. In addition, the committee feels that this closure would provide a trial 
period for the use of alternate bus routes; the result of which would be beneficial in making a 
final determination respecting the removal of buses from the south side of Gore Park. 


15. That a budget allocation of $4,800. be approved for the Festitalia Corporation for 1983. 
Provision for this expenditure is provided for in account 0378-5038 - Special Events. 


16. That leave be granted to introduce the following bills: 
(a) BILL B-5 - By-law to Designate the property known as "The Parsonage" located 
at Municipal No. 1073 West 5th Street, as property of Historie and 
Architectural Value and Interest. 
(b) BILL B-6 - By-law to Designate the property known as "Bellevue" located at 
Municipal No. 14 Belvidere Avenue, as property of Historie and 
Architectural Value and Interest.

REASONS FOR DESIGNATION 


36-40 James Street South was built in 1928-29 in the 
Hamilton downtown core by J.M. Pigott's construction company 
for his realty company. Architects for the building were 
Prack and Prack, a local firm that Specialized in industrial 
buildings. 


As the city’s first and only pre-modern skyscraper, the 
Pigott building records the arrival in Hamilton of this 
revolutionary new building type and, as such, serves as an 
important milestone in the city's architectural development. 


Towering over its contemporaries, the eighteen-storey 
structure dramatically altered the traditional building scale 
of the downtown. The Pigott's lofty, set-back silhouette became 
the focal point of the Central Business District and the 
crowning element of the James streetscape. Lighted at night for 
Special effect, the Pigott tower immediately became a popular 
landmark. It gave greater status to the downtown and a progressive 
image to the city. 


It is significant that a building noted for its modern 
innovations, could also relate successfully .to_its older, 
established setting. Traditional, Gothic Revival detail and the 
Standard building alignment provided a continuity at street 
level; set-backs, unbroken vertical piers and sculptured finials 
gave free expression above to the skyscraper's exhilerating 
new height. This was a theatrical interpretation rather than a 
structural one and belonged to a short-lived movement centred in 
New York City. In Hamilton, the Pigott is the only one of its 
kind and, because the Depression followed half a year after 
construction, the movement is not widely represented in Canada. 


The success of the Pigott building must be credited to 
architects Prack and Prack, who excelled in the only skyscraper 
they ever designed, and to owner J.M.Pigott,who undertook the 
construction of the city's first skyscraper with the best material 
and workmanship available.This partnership produced a building 
which combined the traditional building arts with the new 
technology. On the exterior, tyndall limestone sheathing and 
decoration covered the new steel skeleton construction and, on 
the interior, the entrance lobby, containing the most up-to-date 
elevators, was richly decorated in the traditional manner with 
marble, brass, gothic arches, and coffered ceiling. 


While no longer the highest point in the city, the Pigott 
tower today still functions as a dramatic and distinguished 
component of the Hamilton. downtown, providing,as well,..a.welcome 
stylistic variety and a valuable historical dimension. As the 
headquarters of an important Hamilton firm and the work of local 
architects and builder, the Pigott building always had considerable 
meaning for the city; as an outstanding example of its type, 
Hamilton's first skyscraper is considered to be of provincial

REASONS FOR DESIGNATION 


In 1905-06, the Federal Life Assurance Company expanded its 
home office with the construction of a new eight-storey facility on 
the northwest corner of James and Main Streets. Designed by Montreal 
architects Finley and Spence, this imposing and dignified edifice 
injected a new degree of monumentaiity and stature to the city's 
major intersection.that was continued in the later Mercantile Bank 
and Bank of Montreal. 


Typical of the early twentieth-century office blocks, the 
architectural design is derivative of old-world models, in this case 
Florentine palaces, but freely re-interpreted to suit the needs of 
an office building.A contemporary architectural journal admired 
the Federal Life design as "the-proper way to escape monotomy of 
book-renaissance and give our buildings both the touch of the 
individual designer and the touch of our own generation". 


There is little to indicate on the exterior that this building 
made history as Hamilton's first modern steel skeleton construction. 
Concealed behind a facade of granite and terra cotta is the load-= 
bearing skeletal framework which splayed at the top for the over- 
hanging eaves. Now gone, this original, over-sized cornice, 
constructed of pressed metal and embellished with enormous brackets 
and mouldings, once provided a dramatic terminus to the building 
and a bold definition to the corner. Likewise, the two 
ground floors of rusticated granite withcentral doorway have 
been altered, leaving only the upper walls, windows, string courses, 
and wreathed circular windows of the original design in tact. 


Historically, the Federal Life Assurance Company is Significant 
as one of a few major financial institutions to originate in 
Hamilton. Begun in 1882, the company had developed into a 28 million 
dollar business by the time Sun Life Assurance Company purchased 
it in 1915. As Sun Life's divisional headquarters from 1915 to 1976, 
42 James Street South played an important role in the city's 
financial activity. In addition, the spacious,two-storey public 
room on the top floor served. as the.U.S. Consulate from 1928 to 
Lise closing ins 1953. 


In summary, the Federal/Sun BEG building is considered. 
to be of local Significance..Today,..~ Hamilton has only a few 
reminders left of an era when office buildings were once designed 
in an elaborate manner,and when a number of institutions still had 
their headquarters in the city.

REPORT 
The Board attended at the City Hall in Hamilton on Thursday, 
April 15, 1982. A public hearing was conducted in order to determine 
whether the property, being 14 Belvidere Avenue in the City of 


Hamilton, should be designated as being of architectural and historical 


value or interest, 


Counsel for the municipality filed the necessary documentation 


to indicate that all notices and other procedures had been satisfactorily 
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complied with and filed proof of ownership. It was established 
that the land was owned by Mr. Clair Sellens but that the subject 
building was sold on December 10, 1980 to the Family of God, a 
religious organization. At the same time, this group leased the 
land for an eight-year term. 

The City's first witness was Mr. David Godley, program manager 
for the Neighbourhood Section of the Local Planning Division of the 
Planning Department. His professional background was indicated: a 
yraduate degree from Sheffield University in architectural conservation 
and working experience in the Oikos then with the Ontario Ministry of 
Housing for the Region oe eee See re His office has 
responsibility for preparing heritage plans for neighbourhoods. In 


that connection he filed a plan for the Centremount Neighbourhood 


(Exhibit 6) which includes the subject property, 14 Belvidere Avenue. 


He showed that the property is right on top of the high 
escarpment to the south of the downtown section of Hamilton. The 


front of the building faces north over the escarpment to downtown. 


Counsel for the City next called Dennis Roy Wiedrick, 
representing the Family of God, owners of the subject building. Mr. 
Weidrick testified that he is an ordained minister and that he and 
his family reside at 14 Belvidere Avenue. The property was purchased 
as a parsonage, according to the witness, and not for regular formal 
congregational meeting purposes. The witness testified that the 


building had been judged structurally sound by construction consultants 


but that his congregation had faced considerable renovation work to 
bring the appearance of the building up to satisfactory standards. 


There had been considerable deterioration of walls, bannisters etc. 
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from the elements and because of vandalism. Exhibit 7 of photos 
taken by church members of both exterior and interior features, 

in the fall of 1980, accurately reflected, according to the witness, 
the conditions of that time. Windows were broken, interior walls 
had been torn up, bannisters and spindles removed, etc. The 
congregation proceeded to replace windows, re-roof the building, 
update its plumbing and heating and begin to restore the interior 
as closely as possible to the original condition. The Family 

of God, he explained, was seeking ddeiqnatientae the building so 

as to be eligible for restoration grants. He acknowledged that 

his group was legally obligated to remove the building from the land 


at the end of the eight-year period of their lease of the land. 


Under questioning, Mr. Wiedrick stipulated that no congregational 
activities, other than purely social functions, were carried on in the 
building. He was asked about the degree of historical advice which 
had been sought and replied that, though there had been some discussions 
with former owners, historical groups etc., most of the detailed 
interior work awnlnea designation. After that was settled, further 
consultations were intended. On the matter of the future move of 
the building, Mr. Wiedrick indicated that the idea of a tax-deductible 
donation from Mr. Sellens towards the cost of such a move had been 


a matter of discussion. 


The City’s next witness was Mrs. Nina Chapple, consultant in 
architectural history and research for the Hamilton Historical Board. 


Her professional qualifications and experience were stipulated (Exhibit 


8) and, included an M. A. from Harvard in Architectural 


History and extensive local experience in historical and architectural 


conservation. She filed with the Board,as Exhibit 9, her architectural 
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and historical report on 14 Belvidere Avenue for the Hamilton LACAC, 


October 1980. Oral testimony provided further details. 


Mrs. Chapple explained that "Bellevue", as the property has 
been known, "ranks among the city's finest examples of historic 
residential architecture." It was built in 1848-50 of local limestone 
for John Bradley, a promenent Irishman, miller and civic politician. 

It was one of the earliest major escarpment estates. According to 

Mrs. Chapple, Bellevue was one of a select number of contemporary 
limestone mansions that "marked an important initial step in Hamilton's 
rapid transition from pioneer settlement to cosmopolitan centre at the 
middle of the nineteenth century." She praised the building's "compact 
and symmetrical Classical Revival design" as displaying "a fine sense 
of proportion and scale." The period of Bellevue's construction, she 
stressed, was but a brief moment of the architectural history of 
Hamilton, when fortunes were sufficient to support such buildings and 
before the local limestone was exhausted in the 1860's. She testified 
to the quality of both the exterior design of Bellevue and its original 
interior elegance. The neo-Classical Revival style of Georgian 
architecture emphasized symmetry, a very contained shape, with windows, 
doors and roof balancing and reinforcing each other. The original 
architect is unknown, but in Mrs. Chapple's view, he clearly achieved 
work of distinction. In her opinion, Bellevue belongs in a select 
group of the most significant residences in Hamilton. Very few houses 
of its style and period have survived, she stressed, noting that 
Bellevue once overlooked seventeen comtemporaries of which only one 
survives. Bellevue's striking escarpment location, she observed, has 
been noteworthy throughout its long existence. Architecturally, in her 


opinion, the building is too fine a piece of Hamilton's past to let go. 


On the historical side, she emphasized the importance of 
Bellevue's early association with John Bradley, Aeeine Bradley's 
commercial and political prominence. She cited the Toes residence 
(1864 - 1879) of George Gillespie, a leading businessman in eee 


and life insurance as a further significant historical connection. 


Under questioning, Mrs. Chapple explained her standards for 
evaluating the heritage Conihies buildings such as Bellevue. She 
cited the existence of a federal handbook with proposed guidelines, 
but observed that it is the Hamilton LACAC (Local Advisory Committee 
on Architectural Conservation which decides on the relative weight 
of the various considerations. The LACAC has been primarily looking 
to earequard buildings of foremost importance from the overall Hamilton 
and Ontario past, and secondarily to preserve buildings of more limited 
local edqnitieance: They look at the quality of the architecture and 
the historical associations. The age of.the building is not the 
paramount issue. The Hamilton LACAC, she reported, thought Bellevue 
particularly worthy of designation because of the present rarity of 
this type of building ftom that period and the fact that few of its 


major exterior features have deteriorated. 


Mrs. Chapple was questioned by Mr. Sellens, the owner of the 
property. She testified that the property had first come to her attention 
in 1979, and conceded that this was twelve years after she had taken up 
residence in the Hamilton area. She was asked if it was LACAC practice 
to discuss possible designation with owners. She indicated this was so, 
even though Mr. Sellens ¢laimed that he had "never heard a whisper." 

Mr. Sellens noted that the five exterior photos in Mrs. Chapple's report 
for Hamilton LACAC were all of the north front facade. He asked whether 


this could presently be seen by the public, except far away from downtown 
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Sees 


below. Mrs. Chapple conceded that the downtown point of viewing of 
the front was currently the only one generally available to the public 
at large. Under Gueationing, she asserted that the later two-storey 
addition at estadon of the building did not in any way detract from 


the heritage worth of the original facade. 


Mr. Sellens then offered his own position on the proposed 
designation. He claimed that professional advice he has received 
indicates that the cost of total removal of the building to another 
site will not be economically feasible. He also offered photographs 
(Exhibit 11) of the east, south and west sides of the building. These 
show later additions and are the only near views presently available to 
the public. He contended that preservation of buildings is of value 
only to the nearce that people can enjoy viewing them. As to the histori- 
cal significance of the building in question, he could not see that there 


had been any association of it with the lives of any but minor figures. 


The Board explored with Counsel for the City the fact that the 
City's notice of intention to designate referred to the "property includ- 
ing land and buildings." Counsel for the City was prepared to consider 
going back to the LACAC to clarify whether designation should be of the 
euiaine as a whole, the exterior of the building only, or the building 


only as separate from the land. 


Nevertheless, Counsel for the City, in his summation, concluded 
that expert testimony had established beyond doubt Bellevue's architectu- 
ral and historical value and interest. He observed that, under the 
Ontario Heritage Act, easements can be entered into by the Ontario 
Heritage Foundation with the owner of a property, once designation has 
occurred. As to the addition to the rear of the subject building, Counsel 


remarked that additions to worthwhile heritage buildings which are not 
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By fen 


strictly in conformity with their heritage character are not 


e 
uncommon. He asked for the Board to recommend designation. 


Having regard to all of the evidence heard by the Board 
we are of the opinion that the Hamilton City Council did act in the 
best interests of the citizens of that community in giving notice of 
its intention to designate 14 Belvidere Avenue (Bellevue) as being 
of architectural and historical value or interest. The historical 
significance of John Bradley or George Gillespie may be debatable, 
but as to the excellence of this building and its representativeness 
of an important period in the city's architectural and social history, 
positive comprehensive expert testimony has been offered to the Board, 


without refutation in any significant particular. 


Nevertheless, the Board must also point out that significant 
‘questions have been raised by the owner of the land involved. The ¢ 
only direct detailed evidence presented by the City, on the architectu- 
ral side, relates to the front facade of the building itself. The 
contention of Mr. Sellens that this is the very part of the building 
that cannot be viewed, except from a very long distance, was not 
refuted, nor did the City attempt to establish by testimony, photographs 
or any other evidence the quality of that downtown view. The Board 
notes the suggestion of Counsel for the City that the Hamilton LACAC 
might consider how to further specify the designation. If the 
escarpment location is to be judged of major significance, it is 
impossible to see how designation can be restricted to the building 
only. the Board does not so recommend such a restriction. As to what 
Eaunires of the building ought to be specified in the designation, the 


Board has heard no evidence on anything but the exterior front facade. al

Photographs accompanying Mrs. Chapple's report to tHe LACAC suggest 
that certain features on at least the east side are in harmony with 
the front but we have been given no details on this. A practical 
way of resolving the matter might be for the City to designate "the 
exterior of the building, as part of the original 1848 ~ 1850 design, 


or in conformity with it, as specified ..... "The Board so recommends. 


Accordingly, it is recommended that 14 Belvidere Avenue be 
designated by by-law of the City of Hamilton pursuant to the 
provisions of The Ontario Heritage nee, 1974. Such Be ae ae 
should be limited to "the exterior of the building, as part of the 
original design, or in conformity with it, as specified." The City 
should request from LACAC an expert report on what should be

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council: 


The Finance Committee presents its TWELFTH Report and respetfully recommends: 


1. Appointment of the architectural firm, The Moffat Kinoshita Partnership, as the Prime 
Consultants responsible for the design development, preparation of construction documents, 
contract administration and provision of sub-consultant services for the proposed Chedoke 
Maintenance Depot. Fees to be 5.8% based on the final cost of construction, plus a per diem rate 
ranging from $25. to $75. per hour for additional services. 


The estimated cost of the building is $800,000. plus Contingeney Allowance. 


2. Section 2 of the Tenth Report of the Personnel Committee makes reference to In-House Training 


Programmes at an estimated cost of $6,530. and requests the Finance Committee to reeommend 
the method of financing. 


In this regard, the Finance Committee recommends that the estimated cost of $6,530. for these 
programmes be financed from the Contingeney Account and credited to the Personnel 
Department's Account 0327-0194 - Training Courses. 


3. Section 1 of the Tenth Report of the Personnel Committee makes reference to an Employee 
Assistance Progamme at an estimated cost of $16,236. and requests the Finance Committee to 
recommend the method of financing. 


In this regard, the Finance Committee recommends that the estimated cost of $16,236. be 
financed by transfer from the Contingency Account to the appropriate account of the Personnel 
Department. 


4. Approval of the awarding of the following contracts:

To supply all materials and labour necessary for the alterations 
to City Hall, in accordance with specifications prepared by the 
City Architect and issued by the Director of Purchasing for the 
RETEST TRS | EG May ne se Sth ao DP I PN PR a Beas 2 1 $40,953.

$14,000. inclusive of costs and interest, said amount to be paid*to the City. After 
deduction of the expenses and costs of the City and Parking Authority, there will remain a 
surplus of $10,286.83 to be paid to Mr. Smith pursuant to Section 8(4) of The Worker's 
Compensation Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 539. 


By County Court writ issued March 25, 1982, Margaret Noreine Clark commenced action 
against the City for damages for personal injuries suffered when she fell on an icy 
sidewalk on March 13, 1982, and broke her right wrist. It is reeommended that the claim 
of Margaret Noreine Clark be settled in the amount of $1,650.00 inclusive of prejudgement 
interest and costs. 


By Supreme Court writ issued January 28, 1977, action was commenced again: Robertson- 
Yates Corporation Limited on behalf of the City and Walter Joseph McFadden for damages 
resulting from injuries suffered by Mr. McFadden in this accident. 


At the time of the accident, Mr. McFadden was a lieutenant with the Fire Department in 
charge of the alarm room in the Central Fire Station, which station was under renovation 
by Robertson-Yates Corporation Limited. Mr. McFadden feel down the stairs leading to 
the alarm room after catching his-heel on a piece of brick on the stairs. In doing so he 
reactivated injuries he suffered in 1944 when he was thrown off a fire truck involved in a 
motor vehicle accident, as well as injuries he suffered in 1945 in a fall, in 1965 when 
lifting an amplifier and in 1965 as a result of a further fall. 


Although the City's expenses to date with respect to Mr. McFadden's accident of January 
30, 1976, exceed $140,000. and he is continuing to receive a pension of approximately 
$1,100. per month from Worker's Compensation paid for by the City, a pre-trial was held 
before The Honourable Mr. Justice Trainor on March 1, 1983 at which time Mr. Justice 
Trainor indicated that a settlement of between $50,000. and $60,000. would be fair in the 
circumstances in view of Mr. McFadden's pre-existing condition due to his previous injuries 
and attributing some contributory negligence to Mr. McFadden in this accident. 


After further negotiations the solicitor for Robertson-Yates' insurer has agreed to pay 
$75,000. for all claims and interest and $7,500. for costs, for a total of $82,500. inclusive 
of interest and costs, which is reeommended. 


As the City's expenses exceed the recovery, there will be no surplus available to be paid to 
Mr. McFadden pursuant to Section 8 (4) of The Worker's Compensation Act, R.S.O. 1980, 
Chapter 529. 


Notwithstanding, it is reeommended that Mr. MeFadden's personal expenses with respect 
to this lawsuit, being parking fees and mileage relating to visits to doctors at the City's 
request and relating to attendances at the City Solicitor's Office, be paid to a maximum of 
$100. out of this settlement.

The Planning and Development Committee presents its FOURTEENTH Report for 


1983 and respectfully reeommends:

That approval be given to Zoning Application 83-26 by Walter Galdenzi, owner to 
establish modifications to the zoning regulations applicable to the property located 
at 21 Rosedene Avenue as shown on the attached plan marked as APPENDIX "D" on 
the following basis: 


(a) That the "C" (Urban Protected Residential, ete.) District regulations 
applicable to the subject lands be modified to include the following variances 
and restrictions:

SCOPE OF THE STUDY e 


There are a number of key elements which should be addressed 


in the market analysis. These include, but are not necessarily 
Limited-*to: 


1. Site and Access - an analysis of the study area in the context 
of the City of Hamilton and the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth. This should include the recognition of 
the Upper James Street (Highway #6) corridor, the proposed 
east-west arterial, and the proximity to the Hamilton Civic 
Airport; 


2. Socio-Economic Characteristics - an analysis of existing and 
planned population within the study area, the City, and adjacent 
Municipalities (e.g. Glanbrook and Ancaster) looking at the 
distribution and growth, distribution of household income, and 
retail expenditure and potential, etc.; 


3. Trade Area - a definition and rationale of a primary and 
secondary trade area; 


4. Commercial Potential - determine the extent and nature of the 
demand for commercial development within the study area. This 
should be viewed within the context of, and the impacts on, the 
existing and planned commercial activities in the City and 
adjacent municipalities. e 


Given the expansion of the Hamilton Civic Airport to be 
commenced in the near future, this component should also 
address the extent of demand for any "specialized commercial 
activities" (such as hotels, etc.) which may be associated with 
the Airport; and, 


5. Recommendations - a summary of the commercial market demand in 
the study area and its ultimate impact. This summary should 
identify the nature and extent of the demand for all commercial 
development. 


STUDY AREA

Explanatory Note - 


Because the taxes on these properties were in arrears for more than three years, the 
City registered Tax Arrears Certificates in the Land Registry Office on 

May 4, 1982. The Municipal Affairs Act provides that, in these circumstances, title 
vested in the City, subject to the right of the defaulter, any mortgagee and any 
execution creditor to redeem the lands within a year. 


During the redemption year, the City has the right under Section 41 of the Act, to 
carry-out repairs to such properties and to add the cost to the amount required to 
redeem the land, provided the City has sent a Notice to the defaulter, any 
mortgagee and any execution creditor, describing the work to be done and giving an 
estimate of the cost. 


The year has gone by, and the City now has the following rights, subject to the 
approval of the Provincial Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing:

The Personnel Committee presents its TENTH Report for 1983 and respectfully 
recommends- 


1. (a) That the following Employee Assistance Program Policy be approved and 
implemented for employees of The Corporation of the City of Hamilton 
and its Local Boards:- 


EMPLOYEE ASSISTANCE PROGRAM POLICY 


The Corporation of the City of Hamilton and its Local Boards recognize that workers can 
have life-style problems, which can affect their performance in the work-place. 


The employer and the unions commit themselves to helping these employees (and where 
appropriate their families) in the hope that troubled employees will be encouraged to 
accept assistance on a voluntary basis. 


However, based on poor job performance and/or attendance, as noted by a supervisor, a 
union representative or a fellow worker, mandatory referral may be arranged with the 
assistance of a counselling service. This agency will make initial assessment and, where 
necessary, refer the employee to an appropriate treatment source. 


A commitment will be required from the person seeking help that he/she will co-operate 
in the program to completion of treatment or follow-up. 


Any health problem generated by conditions in an employees personal life, or generated 
by his/her life style, which interferes with his or her work performance, will be treated 
as an illness and, as such, will be open to the same benefits as any illness provided that 
the absence is under the conditions of the program. 


The program will be co-ordinated through a Joint Advisory Committee. A neutral 
counselling agency shall be retained to have personal and confidential contact with 
program users. 


This counselling service will report its accomplishments regularly to the Joint Advisory 
Committee. Members of this committee will be made known in the work-place so they 
may act as a line of communication between employees and the counselling source. 


An employee's job security or advancement opportunities will not be adversely affected 
by their seeking the benefit of this program.

It has become increasingly important to develop training 
programs, in addition to the previously stated topics, 
to deal with the new Human Rights Legislation and, In 
particular at this time, the issue of "Equal Employment 
Opportunity."

The stone dwelling at 1073 West Fifth Street, Hamilton, was built 
in Barton ? Township in 1858 as a parsonage for The Reverend George A. Bull, 
the newly appointed rector to both St. Peter's Anglican Curch, Barton, and 
to St. Peul's Anglican Church, Glanford. Architect for the house was William 
Farmer, @ brother-in-law of Mr. Bull. 


located far back from the mountain's edge on « country site convenient 
to beth parish churches, the parsonage was distinguished architecturally for 
its use of limestone construction, particularly since this local stone was 
to become a rare commodity by the 1860's, 


Consistent with this period of architecture, the house exhibits a certain 
dignity and simplicity of character, achieved by the use of well-balanced 
proportions, a pleasart scale and restrained decoration, In addition, the 
spacious treed lot provides an attractive setting for the two-storey, hipped-= 
roof structure, the plantings possibly dating from Mr. Bull's era. Formerly, 
a frort verandah enhanced even more this successful relationship between house 
anc site. 


Historically, the parsonage is significant for its direct connection with 
Ste Peter's Anglican Chureh, Barton, an important landmark in the architectural 
development in Upper Canada, built in 1852=53 and demolished in 1922, This 
country church was designed by the internationally known leader of the Gothic 
Revival styls, Frank ills, and represented one of the earliest axamples of 
the bellecote parish church in the province. The parscnage's first occupant, The 
Reverend George A. ~ Bull, was a well-known figure in Victorian Hamilton, 
not only as a dedicated leader and canon in the anglican church, but also as 
a superintendant of schools for 30 years and founder of the Ontario Historical 
Society. His brother-in-law, William Farmer, designer of tle parsonage, 
became a successful architect and engineer in charge of numerous gas works 
projects throughout the U.S. 


In summary, the parsonage at 1073 West Fifth Street is of considerable 
importance to the City of Hamilton, both architecturally, as 4 pre=-confederation 
residence of limestone construction and, historically, for its close connections 
with The Rev. George A. Bull, William Farmer, and Ste Peter's Anglican 


Church, Barton. Of special significance is the west front facade, 
and north and south side facades.

14 Belvidere Avenue,

Located on Hamilton's mountain brow with a. commanding 
view out over city and bay, Bellevue ranks among the city's 
finest examples of historic residential architecture. This 
gracious dwelling at 14 Belvidere Avenue was built of locally 
quarried limestone in 1648-50 by John Bradley and closely 
resembles the McQuesten homestead of Whitehern both in style 
and construction. 


Along with the contemporary limestone mansions of Ingle- 
wood, Ballinahinch, Rock Castle and Whiteheren, Bellevue marked 
an important initial step in Hamilton's rapid transition from 
pioneer settlement to cosmopolitan centre at the middle of the 
nineteenth century. 


Architecturally, Bellevue'’s compact and symmetrical 
Classical Revival design displays a fine sense of proportion 
and scale. The masonry and interior trim attest to the com- 
petence of local builders Melville, Herald and White. Embel- 
lished with a belvedere in the late 1800's, after which the 
street is named, the residence was one of the first in the 
city's tradition of escarpment estates. 


Of historical importance to Hamilton's pioneer era was 
the original owner of Bellevue, John Bradley, who contributed 
not only through nis commercial success but also through his 
political leadership to the growth of the community. George 
Gillespie, a resident of 14 Belvidere Avenue in the 1860's 
and '70's, was a successful merchant and industrialist who did 
much to promote Hamilton financial institutions. Of special 
significance are the north, east and west facades, together 
with the stone chimneys and belvedere of the building known as 
Bellevue.

Washington moves on the cruise 


t was an oppressively muggy 

morning when U.S. Air Force Col. 

Howland Russell strode into Otta- 
wa’s National Defence Headquarters 
last week on an urgent mission. There, 
Russell, the defence attaché at the U.S. 
Embassy, delivered the Pentagon’s 
long-awaited formal request to test 
cruise missiles in Canada. It took only a 
few minutes for Russell to hand the 
slim file over to Brig.-Gen. Archibald 
Brown, the Canadian Forces’ head of 
military plans and operations. But their 
exchange immediately touched off an 
intense debate in the Commons and re- 
fuelled the national controversy over 
whether to approve the tests. 

The cabinet might try to cut short the 
public argument by making a quick de- 
cision in principle to permit the tests. 
But it is expected to take weeks or even 
months to negotiate details such as 
flight paths for the tests, which the U.S. 
Air Force wants to stage next winter. 
The Pentagon proposal calls for USAF B- 
52 bombers to carry the unarmed cruise 
into the Arctic, where the missile would 
be launched into free flight under the 
power of its own engine and later recov- 
ered on the Primrose Lake Air Weapons 
Testing Range on the northern Alberta- 
Saskatchewan border. 


The debate flared up in the Commons 
as soon as the U.S. request was an- 
nounced. NDP Leader Edward Broad- 
bent advanced the strongest anti-cruise 
arguments. With the superpowers al- 
ready locked in a “balance of terror,” he 
said, one more new weapon would not 
improve the security of either side. 
Moreover, the small cruise (20 feet long) 
is easily hidden; that. makes it difficult

to include in an arms control treaty be- 
cause its numbers could be virtually 
unverifiable. 

Those arguments failed to convince 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau. The 
Prime Minister said that cabinet will 
make its decision on the U.S. request 
“ag related” to NATO’s 1979 agreement 
to deploy ground-launched cruise mis- 
siles in Europe while pursuing an arms 
control bargain with Moscow. (Trudeau 


has for months linked the tests to NATO 
deployment, although his officials ac- 
knowledge that the USAF would want to 
test its air-launched cruise even if the 
ground-launched missiles are never 
sent to Europe. ) 

The anti-cruise movement, mean- 
while, is gearing up for a busy summer 
of demonstrations and lobbying. Otta- 
wa-based Operation Dismantle sent an 
open letter to the 213 MPs who opposed 
the NDP motion, warning them that 
their constituents “will be advised of 
your position.” Along with other 
groups, Operation Dismantle also plans 
to take the government to court if it 
approves the tests—arguing that tests 
would breach the constitutional right to 
“life, liberty and security of the 
person.” 

But even the peace movement made 
concessions to royalty. The RCMP had 
ordered about a dozen demonstrators 
camping on the Hill since April 18 to 
remove their banners and sleeping bags 
during the visit of Prince Charles and 
Diana, Princess of Wales, this week. 
In the end, the Mounties won the 
campers’ agreement to clear their 
sleeping bags from royal view during 
the visit. For the Trudeau cabinet, a 
compromise on the cruise will not be 
obtained so easily. ;

9.2.1. In order to maintain perspective and to discriminate between the many 
recommendations which were listed at the end of each of the previous Chapters, 
the Commissioner believes that it is important to identify the principal 
recommendations. It is also important not to get caught up in details or 

to become mesmerized by technical matters, especially when most of the 
evidence indicates that the major problem lies with human behaviour. It is 
the Commissioner's judgement that the recommendations of greatest significance 


are:

THE COMMISSION RECOMMENDS THAT: 


Il l, The Ministry of Transportation and Communications should increase 
its efforts to collect, standardize, analyze and share truck accident data 
throughout Canada and the U.S.A. The research effort in identifying causes 


rather than involvement should be piven the highest priority. 


2, The recent initiatives of the O.P.P. and the R.C.M.P. in the 
upgrading of police officers’ skills in accident investigations should be 
encouraged and expanded so as to include more police from the Jarger urban 


centres like Metro Toronto. 


3) The M.T.C. and the 0.P.P. should jointly design an Ontario Truck 
Accident Report, to supplement the existing accident report, and also establish 
the circumstances when the supplement should be required. In doing so, they @ 
should consult the insurance industry and the medica] profession as well as

12. All the recommendations ‘of the Canadian Medical Association in 
the Fitness to Drive Guide should be adopted by the province of Ontario. The 
Commission endorses thd C.M.A. recommendations for the ages and periods at which 


truck drivers should be re-examined medically. 


13. The M.T.C. should tighten the conditions for granting medical 
waivers for truck drivers suffering from hearing problems, cardiovascular diseases, 


and metabolic diseases.

The Commission endorses the joint recommendations of the Canadian 
Bar and the Canadian Medical Associations and recommends further that blood 
alcohol tests should be mandatory for all truck drivers who are involved in fatal 


accidents.

2. Under the provisions of the City of Hamilton Act, 1979, the cost of maintaining the 
Hess Village Pedestrian Mall is to be paid by the abutting owners or shared between 
the City and the abutting owners as Council may determine. It is reeommended 


that the following apply as a policy with respect to the maintenance costs of the 
Hess Village Pedestrian Mall:- 


(a) 


In preparing the annual City budget, the Department of Public Works 
include an amount equal to 150% of the cost of regular maintenance of 
a commercial street equal in length to the Hess Village Pedestrian 
Mall for the maintenance of the Mall. 


These cost are to exchide the cost of illumination repairs and energy 
costs.

4. Approval of the use of the Old Library Building by Opera Hamilton for rehearsals, 
for the period from August 22nd to September 7th, 1983, at a rental fee of $200.00. 


5. That the lease of space being Suite 106 at 100 Main Street East from True North 
Management Incorporated, Manager for Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation, 
be renewed on a month to month basis commencing August 16, 1983 at a rental of 
$700.00 per month in order that the Hamilton and District Labour Council Help 
Centre for the Unemployed may continue to offer their services from this 
location. The occupancy of this space by the City shall continue only until such 
time as the available grant monies of $5,950.00 are expended (approximately 8 
month's time) or until the owner of the property gives the City notice to vacate, 
whichever is the earlier. 


It is further recommended that the Mayor and City Clerk be authorized to execute 
the Tenancy Agreement, 


That the rent for three City owned residential properties at 213 Belmont Avenue, 
1305 Golf Links Road and 50 Holly Street be increased to‘a maximum of 6% 
effective November 1, 1983. 


NOTE: On March 8, 1983, City Council approved a rental increase for 32 of the 
45 City owned residential rental properties to be effective July 1, 
1983. The above three properties were not included on the first list due 
to a later anniversary date.

Topalovie's vehicle came into collision. 


The matter was pre-tried by His Honour Judge Borkovich on June 19, 
1983 and as a result of the pre-trial it is recommended that Mr. 
Topalovic's claim be settled in the amount of $24,000.00, inclusive of 
pre-judgment interest and costs. 


Approval of the paynfent of an account, in the amount of $7,138.62, submitted by 
Fraser & Beatty, Barristers and Solicitors, Toronto, Ontario, for legal services 
rendered in connection with Lloyd D. Jackson Square, for the period from March 
31st to April 30th, 1983.

(b) That a subdivision agreement be entered into by the Corporation of the City of 
Hamilton and the Owner to provide for compliance with the conditions of 
approval established by the Hamilton-Wentworth Region with respect to this 
Application (SA-83-04), Milan Maravich, proposed draft plan of subdivision and 
that the City execute the agreement when the said conditions have been met 
and the City's share‘’of the costs of installing municipal services has been 

‘approved by the City Council. 
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(c) That the approved Red Hill Neighbourhood Plan be amended to reflect the 
subject draft plan of subdivision. 


That amended Zoning Application 83-12, by Chambers and Company, applicant, on 
behalf of Maurice Carter Chev Olds Ltd., owner, to establish modifications to the 
zoning regulations applicable to the property located at 155 Cannon Street East and 
170 Barton Street East, be denied. 


Explanatory Note - At its meeting held July 13, 1983, the Planning and Development 
Committee considered a recommendation from staff that approval be given to 
amended Zoning Application 83-12. The proposed change in zoning would provide 
for additional and light industrial uses as well as existing uses on the subject 
property. It would also establish additional requirements respecting height, lot 
coverage , landscaping loading spaces, storage, access, lighting and signs if 
development or redevelopment of the site took place. 


Following discussion, the recommendation of the Planning and Development 
Department was defeated on a tie vote of 3 - 3. 


That the draft approvals for "Mike Yaksich (Regional File No.25T-78002),

Plan as shown on the attached APPENDIX "J" be endorsed. 


Explanatory Note - Regional Plan Amendment No.6 introduces policies on the 
conversion of rental accommodations to condominium or co-operative tenure 
(ownership) applicable throughout the Region. 


That the City Solicitor be authorized to prepare a by-law to request the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing to make an Order to correct a breach of The Planning 
Act, in order to clear the title for Municipal No.1 Norwood Road. 


That the City of Hamilton approve a By-law to remove part-lot control from Lots 16 
to 20 inclusive on Plan M-243, Westbrook Gardens, Stage II, Phase II; and 


That application be made to the Region to approve the by-law removing part-lot 
control on the above-noted lots. 


(a) That the "City of Hamilton Housing Statement Update" be endorsed; 

(b) That the Planning and Development Department be authorized to submit on 
behalf of the City, the "City of Hamilton Housing Statement Update" to the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing for final approval; 

(ec) That the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing be requested to make 


available to the City the outstanding portion of the study grant, upon 
approving the City's Statement Update; and, 
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(d) That the City Clerk be directed to forward Council's resolution to the 
RegionalCouncil for its endorsement, as requested by the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing. 


That approval be given to Site Plan Control Application DA-83-30 by C. Valery 
Construction Limited, owner, for lands located at 2130 and 2164 King Street East as 
shown on the attached plan marked as APPENDIX "L" for plans for a parking lot and 
additional commercial floor area, subject to the following: 


(i) modifications to the plans related to notes, dimensions, details of 
development, access radii, fencing and garage location, as marked in red on 
the submitted plans;. 


(ii) further submission of grading and landseape plans upon approval by the Ontario 
Municipal Board of the by-law permitting the proposed development; 


(iii) the approved site plan be forwarded to City Council as Schedule "B2" of the 
proposed by-law enacting rezoning application ZA 82-56. 


Explanatory Note - The proposed site plan regulates the development on the lands 
described as Blocks 1 and 2 to form part of an amendment to By-law No.70-150. 
City Council, at its meeting of March 29, 1983, approved Zoning Application 

ZA 82-56, subject to certain conditions which included the requirement of an 

am ending site plan, Schedule B2, being established. 


Approval of the action of the Planning and Development Committee in authorizing 
the Building Commissioner to issue Demolition Permits for the demolition of 
residential buildings as outlined below for which application has been processed 
through the Building Department and the Planning and Development Committee:-

267 Mount Albion Road 349 Hawkridge Avenue 
117 Park Street North 119 Park Street North 
929 Catharine Street North 837 West 5th Street

That the Building Commissioner be authorized and directed to completely enclose 
the building at 69 Fullerton Avenue, including the repair to the existing roof and the 
placing of siding on the front and rear and complete clean up of the interior and 
exterior at an estimated cost of $9,500.00 and that the Finance Committee be 
requested to recommend the method of financing this expenditure. 


Explanatory Note - This property is an internal attached unit in a row of six dwelling 
units. Because the taxes on this property were in arrears for more than three years, 
the City registered a Tax Arrears Certificate in the Land Registry Office. The 
Municipal Affairs Act provides that in these circumstances, title vested in the City, 
subject to the right of the defaulter, any mortgagee and any execution creditor to 
redeem the lands within a year. 


During the redemption period, which expires January 1984, the City has the right, 
under Section 41 of the Act, to carry out repairs to such properties and to add the 
cost to the amount required to redeem the land, provided the City has sent a notice 
to the defaulter, any mortgagee and any execution creditor, describing the work to 
be done and giving an estimate of the cost. A thorough inspection of this property 
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has revealed extensive fire damage in the upper storey, and roof area, and mainly 

water and vandalism damage in the remaining floors. The Committee feels that the 

building is beyond economic rehabilitation because of its run-down éondition. The 

ties to completely repair the dwelling would amount to approximately $42,000.00 to 
46,000.00. 


That the Mayor and City Clerk be authorized to execute the lease attached as 
APPENDIX "M" with the Toronto Area Transit Operating Authority for the property 
described as Part 1, 2, 3 and 4 on Plan 62R-6290 located on Strachan Street East. 


The lease is for a period of three years, to be commenced November Ist, 1982 and 
ending on October 31st, 1985. In the event that both parties mutually agree to 
extend the lease for an additional term commencing November Ist, 1985 to October 
31st, 1987, the parties agree that such extension shall be in accordance with and 
subject to the same terms and conditions. 


In the event the premises are not required for the Industrial Perimeter Road Project 
consideration will be given to a further two (2) year extension upon such terms and 
conditions as the parties may agree. 


The rent payments are $7,280.00 per year plus realty taxes paid in advance in 
monthly instalments of $606.66 on the first day of each month, and commencing 
November Ist, 1982. 


That the sale of 232-234 George Street to The Hamilton East Kiwanis Non-Profit 
Homes Ince. in the sum of $12,000.00 be approved and completed. A deposit cheque 
in the amount of $1,200.00 is being held by the City Treasurer pending Council 
approval. 


This transaction is conditional upon the following restrictions, agreements and 
covenants, which terms should be included in the Committee's resolution to City 
Council. 


(i) It is understood and agreed that the closing of this transaction is subject to the 
Vendor obtaining approval of the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing 
under The Municipal Affairs Act. 


This Offer is conditional until closing for completion of the following 
conditions: 


A. Approval by the Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation of the 
inelusion of 232-234 George Street in the social housing programme; and 


B. the arranging of suitable financing by the Purchaser. 
Failing the satisfaction of these conditions, this Offer shall be null and void 
and the deposit shall be returned to the Purchaser without interest or 


deduction. 


These conditions are for the benefit of the Purchaser and may be waived by 
the Purchaser at any time prior to closing. 


(ii) *The Vendor warrants that these properties have not been insulated with Urea 
Formaldehyde Foam Insulation. 
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(iii) It is understood and agreed that the Purchaser shall purchase the subject 
property as it exists at the present time and the Vendor makes no 
representation or warranty of any kind whatsoever with respect to any defects 
in workmanship and/or materials and any item of construction which has not 
been completed and the Vendor shall have no responsibility whatsoever to 
remedy any such defects and/or complete any unfinished work. 


(iv). It is understood and agreed that at the request of the Purchaser, the Vendor 
must provide a Zoning Verification Certificate confirming the fact that the 
subject properties can be utilized as two three-family dwelling units. 

Attached hereto this agreement is the required Zoning Verification Certificate 
which confirms the use as requested by the Purchaser. 


(v) It is further understood and agreed that the Purchaser shall complete all 
renovations to the subject properties within six months of the closing date to 
make the structure into a habitable condition. The said works are to be 
completed in a form satisfactory to the Office of the Building Commissioner. 


In the event that the Purchaser does not complete the repairs within six months of 
the closing date set out herein, the Purchaser covenants and agrees that the 
Purchaser shall sell the subject properties to the Vendor, free and clear of all 
charges, encumbrances, liens, claims or adverse interest whatsoever for the original 
purchase price without interest, less any outstanding realty taxes (ineluding-the local 
improvement charges), penalty and interest and further without increase or 
compensation for costs of any improvements, additions, alterations, services or 
structures on, in or under the said lands. 


Notwithstanding the above restriction pertaining to the reconveyance to the City of 
Hamilton, the Vendor may consider a request for a reasonable extension of the six 
month construction timetable, if the Purchaser, for reasons not within its control, 
make it necessary to make such a request. 


That the City Solicitor be authorized to prepare a by-law to authorize the sale of 
232 and 234 George Street to the Hamilton East Kiwanis Non-Profit Homes, Inc. 


Explanatory Note - In order that ‘the City may proceed with this transaction it is 
necessary that the approval of the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing be 
obtained. The Ministry requires that a by-law be enacted to authorize the sale and 
that it then be sent to the Ministry for approval. 


That the Corporation of the City of Hamilton accept the sum of $16,582.57 as cash 
payment in lieu of 5% parkland dedication in connection with "Quincey Court" final 
plan of subdivision. 


Note: These lands are located to the north of Stone Church Road and west of Upper 
Ottawa Street in the Quinndale Neighbourhood. 


Approval of the payment of the accounts of Weir and Foulds dated April 4, 1983, in 
the amount of $1,920.30 inclusive of disbursements and May 13, 1983 in the amount 
of $1,905.70 inclusive of disbursements, for a total of $3,826.00 for services rendered 
from March 5, 1982 to March 31, 1983, in connection with the expropriations of 10, 14 
and 141% Market Street. 
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That a grant and a repayable loan in the amount of $1,040.00 be approved for Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Beres, 102 Cameron Avenue South, for adaptation of their home for Mr. 
Beres' handicap (permanent paraplegic) and that subject to approval, the loan be 
registered on title indication that a forgiveable grant in the amount of $520.00 be 
earned over a one year period and the balance of $520.00 be repaid to the 
Corporation of the City of Hamilton at the time of sale of the property.

To incorporate two policy statements to "Section 8 - Housing" of the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan, Hamilton-Wentworth Planning.

These policies will comprise sections 8.14 and 8.15 of the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan, Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Area. 


LOCATION OF THE AMENDMENT 


This Amendment represents a text change to the Hamilton-Wentworth 
Official Plan affecting the entire Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Area. 


BASIS OF THE AMENDMENT 


a) Present vacancy rates indicate a limited supply of rental units in 
the Region. The continued loss of these types of units through 
condominium conversion will worsen the present situation. In many 
cases, tenants are either unwilling or unable to purchase their unit 
if condominium conversion occurs in their building. When vacancy 
rates are low, displaced tenants will find it difficult to find 
suitable rental accommodation. 


One of the few means available to the Region to protect the available 
rental stock is through the control of condominium conversions. In 
1977, the Region was delegated approval powers for plans of 
condominium from the Minister of Housing, giving the Region Rh 
of all condominiums, new and converted.

After an investigation of the various policy options available to the 
Region, the use of a vacancy rate threshold to measure when 
conversions will be prohibited or allowed has been identified as most 


appropriate. A 2% vacancy rate was determined to be a suitable 
threshold. | 


Only when the vacancy rate rises above the minimum threshold in an 
Area Municipality, will condominium conversions be allowed. Further, 
consideration should be aie to the condition of the building, and 
current development standards before conversion occurs. These 
concerns are the responsibility of the Area Municipalities. 
Therefore, municipalities within the Region will be encouraged to 
develop appropriate guidelines to evaluate condominium conversion 
applications when the vacancy permits conversions.

CONDOMINIUM CONVERSION POLICY 


BACKGROUND 


On November 16, 1982 Regional Council adopted the following interim 
Condominium Conversion Policy: 


a) The Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth will consider the 
conversion of rental housing to condominium ownership as 
premature and not in the public interest unless the C.M.H.C. 
vacancy rate in the Area Municipality in which the conversion is 
proposed exceeds 2%. No condominium conversion application or 
combination of applications will be approved which would lower 
the C.M.H.C. rental vacancy rate to 2.0%, or below in any Area 
Municipality. 


b) Area Municipalities will be encouraged to establish criteria to 
evaluate the appropriateness of condominium conversion 
applications when the vacancy rate exceeds 2%. It is recommended 
that such guidelines should include, among other provisions, 
consideration of: 


© appropriate development standards; 
0 building conditions; 
o likelihood of tenant purchase; and, 
o tenant notification. 


The interim policy has been circulated to the Area Municipalities for 


‘review and comment. Response from all the Area Municipalities has 
“been received. . 
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Comment 


The status of the Regional Conversion Policy will be 
evaluated semi-annually when C.M.H.C. makes the results 
of their rental vacancy survey available. If the policy 
is approved as an Official Plan amendment, the general 
policy will be subject to regular periodic review which, 
according to the Official Plan must occur not Jess than 
every five years. 


2.6 STONEY CREEK 


Generally, the Town of Stoney Creek supports the Aa Bes 
Condominium Conversion Policy. However, the following concerns 
have been identified for consideration before the finalization of 
a Conversion Policy: 


Oo The Town questions how the effect of a particular conversion 
on the vacancy rate will be determined. 


Comment 


When the vacancy rate exceeds 2% in an Area Municipality 
a condominium conversion application will only be 
considered if it will not reduce the vacancy rate to 2% 
or below. This will be determined by calculating the 
impact of the loss of rental units to the overall rental 
market. This calculation will use the latest C.M.H.C. 
vacancy rates and the rental stock inventory, as 
available from Regional Assessment. The actual 
calculations will be done according to regulations to be 
adopted by the Regional Planning and Development 
Committee. A proposed set of regulations is outlined in 
Appendix B. 


0 It would be preferable that the conversion application be 
evaluated on the basis of the vacancy rate for the specific 
geographic area of the application within an Area 
Municipality. 


Comment 


The Regional level of concern focuses on the distribution 
of the supply of available rental units at the Area 
Municipal level. The policy permits an Area Municipality 
to establish a policy more stringent than the Region's 
policy within its borders. Such a policy must fit within 
the Region's policy framework and be enforced by the Area 
Municipality. Therefore, if an Area Municipality desires 
to apply the vacancy rate criteria at a more detailed 
geographic level, an applicant would have to meet the 
Region"s 2% vacancy rate criteria for the whole Area 
Municipality as well as the more restrictive criteria 
established locally for the smaller geographic unit. 
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- once the vacancy rate exceeds 2% the applications 
to be dealt with in order of priority, so long as 
approval would not violate any of the provisions 
of the Conversion Policies of the Region, or of 
the host Area Municipality. 


A proposed set of regulations jis out] ined in 
Appendix B. 


o The likelihood of tenant purchase should be an alternative 
clause to the Condominium Conversion Policy. 


Comment 


The use of tenant agreement as a condition of a 
Condominium Conversion Policy has been used in other 
Municipalities. In Mississauga, a condominium conversion 
will be considered during a period of low vacancy if 80% 
of the tenants have signed agreements to purchase their 
units as condominiums. : 


Excluding projects from the policy on the basis of tenant 
purchase would be contrary to the intent of the policy in 
that such an exclusion would reduce the number of rental 
units in the Region. If tenants wish to purchase a 
condominium, they can puceieee an existing or new 
condominium unit, and by doing so, free up a rental unit. 


3.0 CONCLUSIONS 


1, Rental projects containing five or less units should be exempt 
from the Regional Condominium Conversion Policy since these units 
are not included in the C.M.H.C. vacancy survey. This exemption 
is not expected to have a significant impact on the rental market. 


2. Rental townhousing should be protected by the Condominium 
Conversion Policy. C.M.H.C. is presently investigating the 
feasibility of establishing a separate rental vacancy survey for 
townhouses. Once available, the vacancy rate established by this 
Survey should be used to determine when condominium conversions 
for townhouses may be allowed. Until a separate vacancy rate 
measure for townhouse units is available, the apartment rental 
vacancy survey should be used as the basis for the conversion 
policy for all rental projects containing six or more units. 


3. A general policy regulating condominium conversions should be 
incorporated into the Regional Official Plan. As outlined in 
Memorandum No. 1405, the Condominium Conversion Policy should be 
incorporated in the Regional Official Plan by way of Amendment in 
order to provide a clear indication to the general public of the 
Region's intent to regulate Condominium Conversion. 
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The Region will permit and generally support more restrictive

The Special Committee to Administer The Hamilton-Scourge Project presents its 


FIRST Report for 1983 and respectfully recommends:

That McQuest Marine Sciences Ltd. be awarded a fixed fee contract for 
three (3) days to carry out a side scansonar survey for a total sum of 
$13,770 on or about August 29, 1983. 


McQuest Marine Sciences Ltd. will make a corporate donation of $3,870 to the 
City of Hamilton upon receipt of final payment of the contract. The total 
cost of the project will then not exceed $9,900. 


For the information of the members of City Council, it is necessary to under- 
take a side scan sonar survey of the two ships in order to obtain high resolution 
images of each ship from several locations and to also locate the broken fore- 
mast of The Hamilton. 


That Arts and Communications Counsellors be engaged to conduct a major fund 
raising campaign in the order of $10,000,000. 


For the information of the members of Council, three proposals were received 
from organizations known to be prominent in the field of cultural projects.

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REPORT OF THE TRANSPORT AND ENVIRONMENT COMMITTEE 


To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council: 


The Transport and Environment Committee presents its THIRTEENTH Report for 1983 
and respectfully recommends: 


Le 


That: 


i. The request of the Hamilton Street Railway Company for consideration to 
revise the Locke Bus Route such that buses will run eastbound on Hillcrest 
from Dundurn to Beulah, north of Beulah from Hillerest to South and west on 
South from Beulah to Dundurn, be denied; and 


ii. Approval in principle be granted the Hamilton Street Railway to use the 
City owned land at the south end of Dundurn Street South to construct a 
paved and suitably landscaped bus turn-around. 


NOTE: The request of the Hamilton Street Railway Company to revise the Locke 
Bus Route was made because Company spokesmen felt that the current 
practice of having the buses proceed southerly on Dundurn, past Hillcrest, 
back around the corner onto Hillerest, or in the turn-around area, and then 
proceed northerly on Dundurn, was a potentially dangerous movement and 
should be discontinued. This request was met with strong citizen opposition 
at the Monday, August 8, 1983 meeting of the Transport and Environment 
Committee, who felt that the re-routing of the Locke Street bus through the 
neighbourhood would pose an even greater threat to the safety of the 
children and citizens in the neighbourhood. It was the general feeling of the 
Committee members that the most reasonable solution to the problem would 
be to permit the Hamilton Street Railway to construct a bus turn-around at 
the south end of Dundurn Street South and that the H.S.R. should be granted 
permission to use the necessary City owned lands to establish this turn- 
around. 


That the City rescind its resblution of May 10, 1983 Item 15 of the Ninth Report of 
the Transport and Environment Committee to lease City lands to Ordway 
Restaurants (1981) Ltd. comprising an area of approximately 550 sq.ft., fronting on 
Main Street East adjacent to 157 Main Street East for the purpose of a boulevard 
cafe.

As you will recall, when this service was temporarily discontinued a few 
months ago, the result was numerous citizen and business compaints and this 
resulted in the restoration of the service. 


This being an essential service to the City of Hamilton, funding is requested 
to carry out this activity for the last three months of 1983. The total funds 
required are $60,000 for a three month period. 


Sufficient funds would then be provided for in our 1984 Current Budget 
submissions to carry out this work for the full year.

The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its SEVENTEENTH Report and respectfully 
recommends:

NOTE: With the adoption of this resolution, City Council is exercising its option to 
renew this contract for the third year of a four year term. 


(a) That the City of Hamilton approve in principle the establishment of a domed 
stadium facility at a loction to be determined between the Cities of Hamilton 
and Toronto. 


(b) That a study team be established to prepare a proposal for submission to the 
"Stadium Study Committee" of the Province of Ontario. 


(ec) That the appropriate civic officials be authorized and directed to research the 
technical aspects relative to this proposal. 


(d) That the Chairman of the Parks and Recreation Committee be authorized to 
_ approach officials from the cities of Burlington, Oakville and Mississauga and the 
Regional Municipalities of Halton and Peel with a view to obtaining their 
endorsement and support for this proposal. 


For the information of the Members of City Council, the committee feels that 
this proposal has merit for a number of reasons, including the following: 


(i) The area is serviced on the north by the newly expanded Highway No. 5 
and on the south by the Queen Elizabeth Way. 


(ii) Go Train facilities could easily feed into the stadium facilities. 


(iii) Professional sports teams in Hamilton and Toronto could use the facility 
to maximize revenue and reduce operating costs. 


(iv) A major attraction of this size closer to the Hamilton vicinity reduces 
congestion in the City of Toronto and provides a closer focus for the 
benefit of Hamilton. 


(v) Municipalities between Hamilton and Toronto; ie, Burlington, Mississauga, 
Oakville, ete., will also share in the benefits.

(vi) A formula could be developed so that Toronto, Hamilton, Oakville, 
Mississauga, Burlington and the Federal and Provincial Governments will 
cost-share the capital construction costs.

That permission be granted to the Hamilton Philharmonic Orchestra to use the first floor 
of the former Main Library Building from September 21st to September 25th, 1983, for 
rehearsal space, for a fee of $100. 


That the Director of Real Estate be authorized to grant permission to rent the former 
Main Library Building to various community and non-profit organizations, who may be 
interested in occupying same on a temporary basis, at a rental rate of $100. per week. 


Approval of the sale of a parcel of land measuring approximately 35' X 19' at the rear of 
234 Bond Street North, to Ms. Laurie Nielsen, abutting property owner, for the sum of 
$300. Offer to be accepted on or before September 7, 1983. Cash deposit of $30.00, 
balance on closing of sale which shall be on or before October 28, 1983. 


NOTE: This parcel forms part of a surplus parcel of land which runs along the westerly 
limit of Longwood Road. All of the owners between 220 and 256 Bond Street North 
purchased a parcel of land adjacent to the rear of their respective properties in 1981. The 
property at 234 Bond Street North was vacant at the time. The new owner Ms. Nielsen has 
now decided to proceed with the subject purchase. 


Sections 3, 4 and 5 of the Seventeenth Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee 
make reference to joint use agreements with the Boards of Education with respect to 
playground development at Fairfield Elementary School, Roxborough Park School and St. 
Helen's School, and requests the Finance Committee to recommend the method of 
finaneing the cost of maintenance for these developments. 


In this regard, the Finance Committee recommends that the $2,900. for each location, for 
a total of $8,700., be provided by a transfer from the Recreation account 0367-2829 - Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier Recreation Centre - Materials and Supplies - Other. 


That the City Treasurer be authorized to make application to the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing for a Community Celebrations Grant of $10,000. to be spent on 
purposes in keeping with public celebrations of the Ontario Bi-centennial in 1984. 


(a) That the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth be requested to arrange for 
the issuance of debentures, on behalf of the City of Hamilton, for the owner's share 
of local improvements for curbs, walks, alleyways, roadways and pedestrian mall, in 
the amount of $494,000. relating to 1982 closings at the rate of 13% for a period of 
fifteen years. 


(b) That these local improvement debentures, in the amount of $494,000., be purchased 
by The Corporation of the City of Hamilton and this amount be financed from the 
Reserve for Debt Charges 0280-19. 


Finance Committee -2-

That the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth be requested to issue debentures, 
on behalf of the City of Hamilton, in an amount not to exceed $6,000,000. relating to City 
of Hamilton projects in accordance with the Proposed Debenture Issue - 1983-87 Capital 
Budget, dated August 15th, 1983, attached as Schedule "A", at a current market rate in 
consultation with the City Treasurer and Commissioner of Finance. 


Section 5 of the Thirteenth Report of the Transport and Environment Committee makes 
reference to manual litter pick up and litter container services on regional roads and 
requests the Finance Committee to reeommend the method of financing this cost. 


In this regard, the Finance Committee recommends that the $60,000. required for the 
litter pick up and container services on regional roads for the last three months of 1983 be 
financed from the Winter Maintenance function of Publie Works by reducing the budget for 
this function by $60,000. and adding that amount to the appropriate accounts within the 
roadway and sidewalks maintenance function. 


Approval of the payment of an account submitted by Fraser and Beatty, Solicitors, in the 
amount of $6,948.18 for the period March 1 to March 31, 1983 and $1,160. for the period

These payments to be made without prejudice to the city's right to tax the accounts if the 
outstanding balances cannot be settled.

That Hamilton Place be authorized to proceed with the 10th Anniversary Celebrations, 
estimated to cost $10,000., with the understanding the City will not, at this time, increase 
the municipal contribution; and that, 


the Manager of Hamilton Place and the City Treasurer be authorized to review the 
accounts of Hamilton Place and if a shortfall is anticipated by year end, the City will 
guarantee to underwrite this shortfall to an amount not to exceed $10,000. 


Section 2 of the Sixteenth Report of the Legislation Committee reeommends an increase 
in the appropriation in the City Clerk's Department Publicity Account and requests the 
Finance Committee to recommend the method of financing this cost.

The committee further wishes to advise that normally, transfers from this account. are not 
permitted. 


14, That the Parking Authority be authorized to issue parking permits for use of the 
Underground Parking Garage (Lloyd D. Jackson Square) to the members of City Council 
and that the cost of parking be paid from the net surplus that would normally accrue to 
the City of Hamilton from the operation of this facility.

The Planning and Development Committee presents its EIGHTEENTH Report for 
1983 and respectfully recommends: 


1. With respect to property located in the area north of Limeridge Road East and west 
of Kingfisher Drive - 


(a) That approval be given to Zoning Application 83-41, Abbotsford Homes 
Limited, C. B. Campbell - President, prospective owner, to establish a change 
in zoning for the above property, as shown on the attached plan marked as 
APPENDIX "A" on the following basis:- 


(i) That the subject lands be rezoned from "AA" (Agricultural) District to 
"C" (Urban Protected Residential, ete.) District; 


(ii) That the City Solicitor be directed to prepare a by-law to amend Zoning 
By-law No.6593 and Zoning District Map E-18A, and make application to 
the Ontario Municipal Board for approval on completion of its 
requirements by the City Clerk; 


(iii) That the proposed change in zoning is in conformity with the Official 
Plan for the Hamilton Planning Area;

(v) That the proposed subdivision conform with the requirements of the 
zoning by-law approved under The Planning Act 


(vi) That the conveyance of 5% of the land included in the plan be satisfied 
by deducting the required area from the public land credit which the 
owner has with the City of Hamilton 


(vii) That such easements as may be required for utility or drainage purposes 
be granted to the appropriate authority 


(viii) That the owner provide the City of Hamilton with a certified list showing 
the net area and width of each lot and block on the final plan 


(ix) That Blocks ll, 12 and 13 be developed only in conjunction with adjacent 
lands 


(x) That any dead ends and open sides of the road allowances created by this 
plan be terminated in 0.5 m reserves to be conveyed to the municipality 
and held by the municipality until required for future production of the 
road allowance or for the development of abutting lands 


(xi) That the owner agree in writing to satisfy all requirements, financial and 
otherwise, of the City of Hamilton 


(c) That a subdivision agreement be entered into by the Corporation of the City of 
Hamilton and the Owner to provide for compliance with the conditions of 
approval established by the Hamilton-Wentworth Region with respect to this 
Application (SA 83-06) Abbotsford Homes Ltd., proposed draft plan of 
subdivision and that the City execute the agreement when the said conditions 
have been met and the City's share of the cost of installing municipal services 
has been approved by City Council. 


Explanatory Note - The By-law provides for a change in zoning for property located 
in the area north of Limeridge Road East, and west of Kingfisher Drive as shown on 
Zoning District Map E-18A from "AA" (Agricultural) District to "C" (Urban 
Protected Residential, ete.) District to permit single-family development. 


2. That Zoning Application 83-34, Nikola Lukicek and Anna Lukicek, owners, to 
establish a change in zoning from "D" (Urban Protected Residential Residential - 
One and Two-Family Dwellings, ete.) District to "G-3" (Public Parking Lots) District 
for property located at 14 and 16 Wood Street East, be denied for the following 
reasons:- 


(a) The proposal to permit a parking lot to be established on the lands located at 
14 and 16 Wood Street East, represents an undesirable intrusion into a stable 4 
residential area; 


(b) It is considered that there is adequate on-street parking in the area; 
3. That Zoning Application 83-28, Burik Enterprises Inc., C.O.B. as Queenston Service 


Centre, requesting a change in zoning of lands located at the south-east corner of 
Cannon Street East and London Street (1224 Cannon Street East), from "D" (Urban 
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protected Residential - One and Two-Family Dwellings, ete.) District to "G3" (Public 
Parking Lots) District, be denied for the following reasons:- 


(a) The proposed parking lot use would not be compatible with established 
residential development in this area, and therefore an amendment to the 
Official Plan and the Crown Point East Neighbourhood Plar to redesignate the 
lands from "Residential" to "Commercial" use is unwarranted; 


(b) Approval of the application would establish an undesirable precedent for future 
similar applications in the immediate area; 


(c) Ample off-street parking is available in an adjoining municipal parking lot 
located immediately to the west and adjacent to the applicant's automobile 
service centre located at No.1229 Cannon Street East to serve customers of 
this commercial establishment; 


(d) The subject property has insufficient lot width and lot area to provide for 
appropriate buffer yards, fencing and curbing etc. and at the same time 
provide for a significant number of parking spaces, resulting in an inefficient 
use of a parcel of land which is more appropriately suited for a single-family 
dwelling. 


That Zoning Application 83-37, Boris Dokic and Danica Dokic, owners, requesting a 
modification to the established '"D" (Urban Protected Residential - One and Two- 
Family Dwellings, ete.) District for property located at No.42 Ontario Avenue, be 
denied for the following reasons:- 


(a) Approval of the application would be contrary to the intent of By-law No.81-27 
respecting Residential Care Facilities, in that there are six other Residential 
Care Facilities located within 180.0 m (600') of the subject lands. An approval 
of this application would create a further intensification of such facilities in 
the immediate area. 


(b) Approval of the application may act as a precedent and may encourage 
requests to increase significantly the capacity of other Residential Care 
Facilities established in this area. 


That the request for relief from the 5% cash-in-lieu of parkland dedication, or for a 
grant in the amount required for the parkland dedication by the Ukrainian Catholic 
Church of the Resurrection, be denied. 


Explanatory Note - By-law No.74-38, as amended by By-laws Nos. 75-53 and 78-70, 
regulates the collection of cash-in-lieu of 5% land dedication. By-law 74-38 covers 
the entire municipality, is of uniform application throughout the City, and cannot be 
amended to exempt any person or corporation, including foundations. The Legal 
Department has advised that there is no provision in the legislation to authorize 
exemptions. 


City Council has denied two similar requests in the past, for relief from the 5% 


eash-in-lieu of parkland dedication, made in connection with senior citizens’ 
developments.

That proposed Amendment No.200 to the Official Plan of the Hamilton-Wentworth 
Planning Area (Glanbrook Section) be endorsed and the Ministry of Municipal Affairs 
and Housing be so informed. 


Explanatory Note - The proposed Amendment redesignates a parcel of land from 
"Agricultural" to "Serviced Industrial" and establishes maximum road dllowances for 
One Regional and two Local roads. The amendment will result in a minor expansion 
to the North Glanbrook Industrial Park. 


Members of City Council are advised that the New Planning Act came into force on 
August 1, 1983. A major change introduced by the Act is that a public meeting must 
be held on all Official Plan Amendments and Zoning Applications, with the result 
that meetings of the Planning and Development Committee will take more time. 


Due to this new legislative requirement, meetings of the Planning and Development 
Committee will be held on Wednesday after City Council, commencing at 2:00 
o'clock p.m. instead of 3:00 o'clock p.m. 


That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a by-law for the 
demolition of the building and the clearing of lands at 17 Gerrard Street, pursuant to 
sub-section (20) of Section 31 of the Planning Act 1983 (formerly Section 43 of the 
Planning Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 379). 


Explanatory Note - Nos. 15 and 17 Gerrard Street are attached. Both buildings are 
fire-damaged and seriously dilapidated. They are partially open to the weather. 
The adjoining properties are occupied, creating a hazard from both fire and health. 
A by-law has been passed to demolish 15 Gerrard Street. This building, however, 
cannot be demolished without the demolition of 17 Gerrard Street. The tax 
certificate is registered on 17 Gerrard Street, and the one-year redemption period 
expired on May 25, 1983. Possession is therefore vested in the City of Hamilton.

To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 
Members of Council: 


The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its EIGHTEENTH Report for 1983 and 
respectfully reeommends: 


1. The Parks and Recreation Committee at its meeting September 15, 1983 was, due to a 
three - three tie vote, unable to agree upon either an affirmative or negative 
recominendation with respect to the following and is herewith submitting this matter to 
City Council for its disposition: 


- that the Lax property, including waterlots, be acquired by expropriation. 


2. (a) That subject to Wintario Grant Funds being available, the Parks Division of the 
Department of Public Works be authorized to proceed, in 1984, with the installation 
of a floodlighting system at Sackville Hill Park Soccer Field as designed by the 
Regional Engineering Department, at an estimated cost of $60,000. 


(b) That funds be placed in the 1984 development account of the Parks Division of the 
Department of Public Works to provide for this installation. 


3. (a) Approval to proceed with the selection of Consultants to prepare plans, 
specifications and cost extimates, for the major renovation of the heating system at 
the Dalewood Recreation Centre, as provided for by Item No. 23269 in the 1983 
portion of the 1983-1987 Capital Budget. An amount of $10,000. has been 
appropriated. 


(b) Approval to proceed with these renovations in 1984 as provided for in the 1984 
portion of the 1983-1987 Capital Budget. An amount of $100,000. has been 
appropriated.

NOTE: The Highland Garden Field House project is a reapplication for the original 
submitted and is dependent upon receipt of a community contribution. 


Each of the above projects was or will be submitted to City Council for approval prior to 
commencement.

5. (a) That section 5 of the Eleventh Report of the Board of Control adopted by City 
Council February 24, 1976, which authorized an exchange of City owned lands on 
Highway # 53 in the Town of Ancaster (commonly known as the Lampman Farm) for 
lands owned by Allareo located between Mohawk Road and the escagpment, east of 
Highway # 403, subject to a number of conditions, be rescinded and the following 
adopted in lieu thereof. 


(b) That the City of Hamilton exchange a 138.45 acre parcel of land known as the 
Lampman Farm as shown as parcel "A" on Schedule A attached, for a parcel of land 
containing approximately 145.259 acres now owned by Allacro Development 
Company, located between Mohawk Road and the escarpment, east of Highway # 403 
and shown as parcel "B" on the attached plan.

This bid, if approved, follows with it a commitment of certain financial sponsorship 
which can be clarified through discussions with the C.P.R.A. Executive.

The Parks and Recreation Committee at its meeting on September 15, 1983, was, due to a © 
three-three tie vote, unable to agree upon either an affirmative or negative :

The Director of Real Estate has received no positive response from the 
owners of the remaining properties and is of the opinion there is little hope of completeing 
successful negotiations in the future.

BACKGROUND 


For several years, a number of major renovation activities have 
been considered for Ivor Wynne Stadium. Final, decisions on 

_ proceeding have been deferred as The future of the Stadium, and 
the possibility of expansion, was under discussion by Council. 


In addition, a number of smaller items requiring alteration 
were identified in a recent tour by staff and Council. 


This report will deal with all the smaller items, which have 
either been completed or can be done at once. It will also 
deal with major renovations to prevent leakage into the areas 
below the stands, and to repair parts of existing stairways. 


Ticket Booths 


Signs were requested over ticket booth windows to differentiate 
these from the "call windows". City Parks Division has 
indicated that these have already been provided. 


Vent fans were requested for the ticket booths on Beechwood 
Avenue. These can be added as part of regular maintenance 
activities at a cost of Si, 600; 


Visiting Team Rooms 


These rooms have been renovated and painted during the past year. 
Additional ceiling exhaust fans were requested and can be 
provided as part of regular maintenance activities. 


Electronic Scoreboard Controls 
ee OE CDOATG Controls 


A portion of the spotters box was designated to accommodate 
controls, for the new Tiger-Cat electronic display. All 
required installation has been carried out, including 
installation of an air conditioner (provided by the Tiger- 
Cats) to maintain proper conditions for the computer. The 
air conditioner was installed on the west wall so that it 
would be accessible on the exterior for maintenance. The 
south wall is not accessible due to the height above grade. 


Relocation of Old Scoreboard 
wSatcation of Via scoreboard 


It has been suggested that the old Scoreboard be relocated to 
Brain Timmis Stadium. Negotiations are presently underway with 
Imperial Tobacco, the owner, and it appears that the City will 

be offered this scoreboard at nominal cost. Relocation will 
require new wiring and foundations. A possible announcement 

board on the back of the scoreboard facing Cannon St., is being 
investigated and a sponsor sought by the Parks Division. Estimated 
cost for relocation - $10,000. excluding any cost for announcement 
board.

and steps of the stands to the main underground drains is 
necessary. Some drains at field level have already been added. 
The piping system above ground, within the stands; is estimated 
at $100,000. In addition, the area below the stands should 
have catch basins, and a new sewer to Beechwood Avenue is 
required. The estimate for this portion of drainage work is 
not yet available. 


Renovations to South Stands 


The main section of these stands, up to the intermediate 
concourse, is immediately above the main concession booths, 
kitchens and other accommodation. The stepped slabs which 
support the seats are prefabricated in sections and supported 
on steel framework, as shown in exhibit 'A' attached. Leaks 
have continued to develop between the slabs due to thermal 
movement. In addition, water which ponds on the slabs is 
eventually leaking through the concrete itself. 


Experimental applications of .sealing materials in selected 
locations appear to be successful in stopping the leakage, 
although continuing thermal movement, which cannot be 
prevented, will require additional sealing from time to 
time. Estimated cost for packing and sealing joints, and 
water resistant coating - $350,000. 


The upper section of the south stands, above the concourse, 
exhibits similar leakage to that described above. However, 
since there is no accommodation directly below the upper 
stands, no immediate action is required. 


The stairways below the south stands require repairs to steel 
connections at a number of locations. This work includes 
cleaning, welding and sealing. Estimated cost of repairs 

to stairways - $50,000. 


All the work described in this section for the south stands 
can be carried out between games, in sections. Seats must 
be removed to complete the waterproofing of the concrete 
surfaces, but this is done after the joints have been sealed 
and is relatively quick. 


East Stands 


These stands are one tier high only, extending around the end 
zone. While they exhibit some of the same deterioration as 
the south stands, the facilities below are not effected. 
Therefore, no immediate action is required. However, if it 
is decided to retain these stands for more than 3 years, 
similar repairs to those on the south should be carried out.

However, it has been reported by the Property Superintendent 
that this scoreboard is still in use for high school football 
and soccer in Ivor Wynne Stadium, because the new scoreboard 
is not made available for these sports. A clear policy should 
be determined before a decision On. moving is made. 


Public Washrooms 


Public washroom locations and size should be re-assessed and 
renovations carried out as soon as the question of major 
renovation or stadium replacement has been resolved. 


Team Training Facilities 


Possible new training facilities for the Tiger-Cats were 
suggested. In order to clarify this need, we have contacted 
Joe Zuger. He informs us that he would not consider additional 
facilities unless major changes are made to the stadium 

making available a much larger area for team facilities. 


Press Box 


During the spring, a number of minor renovations have been 
Carried out in the press box. Repair work of a temporary 
nature has been done on the roof, pending a decision on major 


stadium renovations. Latches on the Opening windows still require 


minor repairs. There has been a request to increase the size of 
the press box. While this can be done by adding between the 
present boxes, it should be noted that any work outside the 
present envelopes will require a zoning change or variance, 

due to the present height restriction, 


The press box contains a wooden bench along the north wall. 
This could be made more comfortable by adding foam rubber 
removable pads to backs and seats, or by replacing the bench 
with upholstered seats. We recommend the former, since 
individual seats would be both more expensive and reduce the 
capacity. Estimated cost for padding with nylon covering and 
velcro fasteners: $1,200. 


Air conditioning the press box has been suggested. This is 
not a practical possibility since the windows are open during 
game time. Fans to provide air movement could be provided, 
but cooling would be lost to the outside. Estimated cost 

fer two fans, $700. 


Renovations to North Stands 


Sealing of leakage areas and repair of broken seats has been 
successfully carried out in the north stands, so that any re- 
occurring damage: can be done under normal yearly maintenance, 

It would be desirable to carry out waterproofing of the concrete 
surfaces in future, but since the minor leaks do not affect 
anything below, this need not be done in the next several years. 


However, a drainage piping system to carry water from the aisles 
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IVOR WYNNE STADIUM, 


A copy of the report prepared by Stephen Parazader, dated 
August 26, 1983, is appended, with copies of the photographs 
taken at the areas requiring repair and referred to in his 
text. Previous reports in 1980 and prior are available 
should the committee wish to see them. The Stadium has been 
examined and reported upon many times in the past, and it is 
quite difficult to determine exactly which work has been done 
over the years. There may be other issues which come to 
light during further detailed re-design work.

Dear Sir: 


Over the years, I have personally been involved and 
responsible for the field inspections, structural evaluations, 
reports, load-testing, etc. of the seating slabs at Ivor Wynne 
Stadium. 


Recently, at a visit to the site with Herb Barker and 
Walter Selzer, it was suggested that an updated evaluation of the 
condition of seating slabs and related matters would be useful so 
that the City would be in a better position to assess alternatives 
that may be considered with respect to the present and future 
plans for the Stadium. 


I understand that, presently, one of the main problems 
and concerns is water leakage into the concession stands which 
may contaminate food and create a health hazard. To effectively 
prevent water leakage into the concession stand areaa, it will 
be necessary to waterproof the lower section of seating up to 
and including the walkway which separates the upper from the 
lower seating. This area is shown on the attached sketch. Please 
note that the seating which was added to the front of the original 
south stand seating at the time of construction of the north 
stands would not need to be done since it is below the seating 
over the concession stands; however, the joint between them 
should be properly sealed to prevent water leaking back into the 
concession stand areas. 


Ivor Wynne Stadium August 26, 1983. 


Most of the water leakage through the seating slabs 
occurs through the transverse (expansion) joints and the 
longitudinal (horizontal) joints between the precast concrete 
units. Evidence of this can be seen on photograph shéets A & B 
which show, respectively, the open gaps beside the expansion 
joint steel covers and staining on the underside at the transverse 
joints, and, the poor condition of the caulking and the staining 
beneath the longitudinal joints. 


In addition, some leakage occurs directly through the 
seating slabs due to the presence of transverse shrinkage and/or 
temperature or tension stress cracking. The seating slabs are 
presently sagging approximately 1-1/2 to 2 inches which results 
in accumulation of rain water. This is shown on photograph sheet D. 
As a result, it is recommended that the surface of the precast 
concrete units be waterproofed along with waterproofing the 
transverse and longitudinal joints. It is also recommended that 
the surface coating be placed over the re-sealed longitudinal and 
transverse joints, as was done with the test coatings applied in 
sections of the east stands, (see photograph sheet H) to provide 
an additional degree of protection at the more critical areas. 


The present condition of the transverse (expansion) joints 
is shown on photograph sheet A and also on photograph sheets E, F 
and G where the expansion joint cover plates have been removed. 
The plates were removed at three (3) locations to show the 
different conditions that can be expected to be found after 
removal of the expansion joint covers. Photograph E shows what 
is expected to be the most typical condition with respect to exist 
seal, that is, caulking along each edge. This did not perform 
satisfactorily, as evidenced by the breakdown of caulking and the 
considerable rusting beneath the plate. Photograph sheet F shows 
a test repair example in which an asphaltic compound was placed 
beneath the expansion joint cover plate. This seems to have been 
effective except that the material did not adhere to some parts of 
the cover plate which is-apparently the result of lack of pressure 
applied to the cover plates by the hold-down bolts. Also, some of 
the existing concrete had broken away thereby making the cover 
plate ineffective in stopping water leakage. Photograph sheet G 
shows another test repair example in which ‘Evazote' was used 
beneath the plate. The Evazote was well adhered to the concrete 
and cover plate except for the front section against the front 
riser. This was apparently due to lack of applied pressure since 
there are no bolts to secure the front, nor back, portions of the 
plate to the risers. Also, some leakage at the counter screw heads 
of the hold-down bolts was evident by the localized rusting on the 
underside in the vicinity of the hold-down bolts. Overall, it 
appears that the joint with Evazote performed best of all. 


® 
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The expansion joint cover plate detail between the south 
and east stands is shown on photograph sheet J. This complicated 
arrangement of plates makes it very difficult to-waterproof. 


The detail at the existing longitudinal (horizontal) 
joints is shown on photograph sheet B. Since a drip edge was not 
provided at these joints, water seeps through as evidenced by the 
considerable staining beneath the slabs. 


With regard to surface waterproofing, three (3) different 
types of coatings were applied as test sections in the east stands. 
This is shown on photograph sheet H. At section 16, a 3M rubber- 
like coating was used. The coating was quite worn and was. 
peeling in some areas. Also, some cracking was evident at the 
expansion joint cover plates. At section 19, a P.R.C. polyurethane 
rubber-like coating was used. This coating was in good condition, 
well bonded to the concrete, with no sign of wear and only a 
small amount of cracking at the expansion joint cover plate. At 
section 20, a Vandex epoxy coating was used. Although this coating 
was well bonded without sign of wear, there was a greater amount 
of cracking at the expansion joint cover plate. Of all the 
coatings applied, it appears that the P.R.C. material performed the 
best. 


Based on the surface test coatings and expansion joint 
test examples, it is recommended that the following precedure be 
considered for waterproofing the seating slabs above the 
concession stand areas and elsewhere, where waterproofing is 
necessary. 


- remove existing seating to facilitate cleaning and 
waterproofing. 

- remove existing caulking from longitudinal joints and from 
beneath expansion joint covers and clean existing concrete 
surfaces and steel cover plates (both sides) by sandblasting 
to a clean, sound, dirt free and rust free base. 

- repair cracked concrete at transverse expansion joints. 

- caulk longitudinal joints with 2-part polysulfide sealant or 
approved equal. 

- seal transverse (expansion) joints with 'Evazote' beneath 
expansion joint cover plate; replace existing hold-down 
bolts with stainless steel bolts with 5" square back-up 
plate; add additional bolts at front and back risers; use 
rubber grommets at head of bolts. 

- apply P.R.C. coating (or approved equal) to treads and risers 
(i.e. - all horizontal and vertical concrete surfaces). 
Coating to be applied continuously over longitudinal joints 
and expansion joint cover plates. 


Ivor Wynne Stadium August 26, 1983. 


The following is a list of remedial’ work in the ‘order of 
what appears to me, to be the order of priority: 


1) Waterproof seating above concession stands. 

2) Repair deterioration at existing stairways -- see photograph 
sheets K & L which show the rusting at the stringer and also 
at the support angle which supports the stair treads and 
landing. In some cases there is a gap between the stair 
stringer and the landing and stair treads which indicates 
that there is some loss of lateral support for the stair 
stringer which is being provided by its attachment to the 
stair treads and landing. Loss of lateral support reduces 
the load-carrying capabilities of a stringer and hence it is 
recommended that the rusted support angles and stringer 
sections be repaired and painted and that the joint between 
the concrete and the stringer be sealed by caulking to prevent 
entry of water between the face of the stringer and the 
concrete. 

3) Waterproof upper section of seating -- this shouid be done to 
prevent further deterioration of the seating slabs. However, 
this may not be warranted at this time until a decision is 
made as to the long range plan for the south stands. That is, 
if there is a possibility that the south stands may be © 
removed and replaced, within the next 5 to 10 years, this may 
not be warranted at this time. If, however, the existing 
seating is expected to remain for a longer period than 5 to 10 
years, or if it is expected that additional seating will be 
constructed over the existing seating, it is recommended that 
the seating slab be waterproofed to prevent further deterioration. 

4) Waterproof east stands -- water leakage through the east stands 
does not create as much of a nuisance since the occupied areas 
below have separate roof structures. However, leakage causes 
deterioration and if it is expected that the east stands will 
remain, as is, for longer than 5 to 10 years, it is recommended 
that they be waterproofed to prevent further deterioration. 


5) Drainage -- better drainage for the north and south stands 
should be considered as outlined in previous reports. 
6) Fiberglas seating -- replacement should be considered as 


outlined in previous reports. 


In addition, I understand that additional Press Box space 
is required. This could easily be provided with new seating, with 
either new stands or a new seating section above the existing. 


With regard to providing additional seating between the 
goal lines, this could be done by constructing a cantilevered 
structure above the existing seating. A "balanced" cantilevered 
structure would be the best arrangement if this would be suitable

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from a spectator viewing point of view. These alternatives are 
shown in the sketch attached. Also, it may be possible to 
construct a mezzanine floor level beneath the existing seating 
and this is also indicated on the sketch attached.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 
Members of Council. 
The Finance Committee presents its SIXTEENTH Report and respectfully recommends: 
1. Approval of the settlement of the following claims: 


(a) By County Court writ issued January 9, 1980, legal action was commenced on 
behalf of the City and Gary Vickers against Charles Kiss for damages for personal 
injuries suffered by Mr. Vickers, a City employee with the Public Works 
Department, and for expenses incurred by the City. Mr. Vickers suffered injury to 
his knees and in particular to his left knee. It is reeommended that this action be 
settled in the amount of $46,975.02 inclusive of interest and costs with said amount 
to be paid to the City. After deduction of the expenses and costs of the City, there 
will remain an approximate surplus of $13,087.15 to be paid to Mr. Vickers pursuant 
to Section 8(4) of The Workers' Compensation Act, R.S.O., 1980, Chapter 539. 


(b) By County Court writ issued May 4, 1982, Salvatore and Concettina Avarello 
commenced action against the City, 477476 Ontario Limited, carrying on business 
as The Pines Manor Apartments, and Hamilton Hydro. They claimed $55,000. 
damages, plus interest and costs arising out of injuries sustained by the Plaintiff 
Salvatore Avarello to his legs and knees when he fell on a City sidewalk allegedly 
covered with ice and snow, and being adjacent to The Pines Manor Apartments. 


It is recommended that the claim of Salvatore and Concettina Avarello be settled 
in the amount of $1,750. inclusive of interest and costs with the City contributing 
$1,000. towards the settlement and the insurers for The Pines Manor Apartments 
contributing $750. 


2. That the following approval procedures, with respect to the processing of changes to a 
contract awarded by City Council, be adopted: 


(a) That a change to a contract be subject to the same approvals as those required 
under the original contract; specifically: 


(i) Changes to a contract valued up to $5,000. be subject to Department Head 
approval. 


(ii) Changes to a contract valued from $5,000. to $10,000. be subject to 
Department Head and Chief Administrative Officer approval. 


(iii) Changes to a contract valued in excess of $10,000. be subject to the issuance 
by the City of an official "Change Order" to be submitted to the appropriate 
Standing Committee for its reeommendation and City Council approval. 


(b) That the procedure in (a)(iii) include all Change Orders, whether they create 


additions, deletions, or no change in cost to a contract, with the exception that 
"Contingency Allowance" items be approved as noted in Section (c). 
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(ec) That those items included in a Change Order that are designated by the Department 
Head responsible for the project to be charged to the "Contingency Allowance" of a e 
contract be processed upon the approval of the Department Head responsible. 

For the information of the members of Council, in approving of the original 
contract City Council is made aware of the total contract price, which includes a 
"Contingency Allowance" of an amount determined within the specifications of the 
contract by the responsible City official. : 


(d) That in all eases above, the approval of of any additional costs be subject to 
sufficient funds being available or additional financing being arranged. 


(e) The committee further teeommends that the Trade Centre/Arena Project be 
exempted from this policy inasmuch as specific procedures for change orders 
relative to the project were previously approved by City Council. 


NOTE: It is standard practice for the Finance Division of the Treasury Department 
to require approvals for changes to a contract in accordance with the approvals 
received for the original contract. These approvals are also consistent with those 
required under the Purchasing Policy of the City. 


Section (a)(i) and (ii) of the recommendation relate to a contract or purchase up to 
the value of $10,000. that is, not subject to Council approval, and changes at this 
level would probably not involve the creation of a Change Order. 


Section (a)(iii) deals with contracts which have received Council approval and thus 
any changes would necessitate the creation of a Change Order and be suject to 
approval by Committee and Council. 


The Committee will note the exception in Section (ec) of the above recommendation 
with respect to items to be charged to the "Contingency Allowance". In approving 
the original contract, City Council is made aware of the total contract price, which 
includes an amount for "Contingency", thus it should not be necessary for 
Committee and Council to again deal with amounts of which they have previously 
approved. 


Section (d) of the recommendation will confirm the existing control procedure that 
budget requirements must be met: 


(a) In the case of a contract price being increased by a Change Order, that there 
are sufficient funds within the total budget of the project to finance the 
additional requirement, and 


(b) In the event that the total price budget may be exceeded because of an 
increase in the contract price, that additional financing is arranged and 
approved through the appropriate Committees and City Council. 


3. That approval be granted to continue in the McMaster Co-operative Master of Business 


Administration Programme for the year 1984 and that one student be engaged for each of 
the four-month periods involved. 
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4, Section 3 of the Eighteenth Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee makes 
reference to major renovations to the heating system at Dalewood Recreation Centre, and 
requests the Finance Committee to recommend the method of financing. 


In this regard, the Finance Committee recommends that the gross cost of the major 
renovations at Dalewood Recreation Centre, including the consultant fees, in the total 
amount of $110,000. be financed from the 1984 Capital Levy. 


5. Section 27 of the Fifteenth Report of the Transport and Environment Committee makes 
reference to the construction of preliminary roadways on Queen Victoria Drive, Loconder 
Drive and Quaker Crescent, and requests the Finance Committee to recommend the 
method of financing. 


In this regard, the Finance Committee recommends that the additional cost of 
constructing preliminary roadways at a gross eost of $15,500 on Queen Victoria Drive, 
Loeonder Drive and Quaker Crescent, be financed by the Reserve for Services Through 
Unsubdivided Lands, Account No. 0280-12. 


6. (a) That the City of Hamilton pay- interest (not compounded) on tax overpayments 
following the successful conclusion of an assessment appeal commencing with the 
assessment roll returned for taxes levied for the year 1984. 


(b) That the annual rate of interest be established based on the highest rate of interest 
© paid on regular savings accounts at a chartered bank, as at May 1, 1984 and May 1 
of each succeeding year. 


(e) That no interest be paid on pending appeals respecting the taxation year 1983 or 
prior. 


(d) That the City Solicitor be directed to prepare a by-law to give effect to same. 


7. That the Corporation of the City of Hamilton file an objection with the Ontario Energy 
Board relative to Union Gas Limited's application to that Board, for permission to increase 
its prices for the sale, storage and transmission of natural gas effective April 1, 1984. 


The City's objection to be based on, among other matters, the proposed increase in Union 
Gas Ltd.'s overall rate of return on rate base from 12.65% to 12.99% and the increase in 
the overall rate of return on common equity from 15.6% to 16.25%, as well as the 
proposed increase in the monthly fixed charge from $6.25 to $7.50. 


NOTE: Members of City Council wishing to peruse the complete application are advised 
that a copy is available from the Secretary of the Finance Committee. 


8. The Finance Committee wishes to advise that in December 1982, Mr. Ross Holland, 
Supervisor of Payroll, began making enquiries as to the possibility of the City being 
granted the Full Employer's Unemployment Insurance Premium Reduction for those 
employees who were covered by our Income Protection Plan. The Employer Registration 
Division of Employment and Immigration Canada ruled that those groups of employees in 
the plan whose probationary period of eligibility was less than three months qualified for 
the full premium reduction. In order to capitalize on the above, Mr. Holland worked with 

&® our Systems Department and the office of the U.I.C. over several months to develop 4 
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proposal leading to reduced cost to the City. A separate Employer's U.I.C. rate was © 
created in the Payroll System for these employees, effective the wage pay of July 8, 

1983. The one time cost to implement this was approximately $1,450. in annalysis and 

programming time. The estimated savings are approximately $13,800 per year, with 5/12 

of this amount being returned to the employees, in accordance with the U.I.C. 

Regulations, resulting in a net saving to the City of approximately $8,050. per year. 


In this regard the committee recommends that the Mayor, on behalf of City Council 

forward an appropriate letter to Mr. R. Holland, Supervisor of Payroll, thanking him for 

his efforts in bringing about this change and effecting a saving to both the Corporation and ~ 
its employees. 


9. (a) With the adoption of section 10 of the Fourteenth Report of the Parks and 
Recreation Committee, City Council at its meeting June 28, 1983 authorized 
members of the Trade Centre/Arena Subcommittee to visit a number of Trade 
Centre/Arena facilities in connection with the management/administrative 
structure for the City's new facility. 


In this regard, the committee recommends that the cost of these visits be charged 
to the Unclassified Account of the project #0408-U3291. 


(b) That the balance of $6,335.58 remaining in the travel account from previous tours 
taken by the subcommittee, be transferred from account #0378-3912 to the 
Unclassified Account of this project #0408-U3291. 


10. Section 9 of the Eighteenth Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee makes 
reference to improvements at the Ivor Wynne Stadium Complex and requests the Finance 
Committee to recommend the method of financing these costs. 


In this regard, the Finance Committee recommends: 


(a) That, if Council approves the work outlined in 9(a) and (b) of the Eighteenth Report 
of the Parks and Recreation Committee, the specific cost mentioned therein 
namely $1,600. for ticket booths, $10,000. for relocation of the old scoreboard, and 
$1,900. for press box improvements, for a total amount of $13,500. be charged to 
the current budget maintenance account #0378-46 as an approved overdraft for the 
balance of 1983. : 


(b) That, if Council approved the project outlined in 9(c) of the Eighteenth Report of 
the Parks and Recreation Committee, the City Solicitor be authorized and directed 
to make application to the Ontario Municipal Board for approval to rehabilitate the 
north and south stands of Ivor Wynne Stadium at an estimated cost of $625,000 by 
the issuance of debentures, in the amount of $625,000. for a period not to exceed 15

That application be made to the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth for 
consent to issue debentures in the total amount of $625,000. for a term not to 
exceed 15 years. 


11. That the City Architect and Coordinator, Lloyd D. Jackson Square be authorized and 
directed to reapply to the Ministry of Energy for funding for those Energy Conservation 
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Projects budgeted for by the Corporation of the City of Hamilton and previously rejected 
by the Ministry. 


12. That the City-owned warehouse at 240 Burlington Street East be retained and used for 
temporary municipal storage which is required by various civic departments.

Members of Council: 


The Planning and Development Committee presents its NINETEENTH Report for 
1983 and respectfully reeommends: 


1. That approval be given to Zoning Application 83-43, Eleven Forest Avenue Limited, 
owner, to establish modifications to the zoning regulations applicable to the 
property located at No.11 Forest Avenue, as shown on the attached plan marked as 
APPENDIX "A" on the following basis: 


(a) That the "E-1" (Multiple Dwellings, Lodges, Clubs, ete.) Distriet regulations 
applicable to the subject lands be modified to include the following variances 
and restrictions:

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That approval be given to Zoning Application ZA-83-40 Abbotsford Homes Ltd., 
owner, to establish a change in zoning from "AA" (Agricultural) District, "C" (Urban 
Protected Residential) District, "D" (Urban Protected Residential - One and Two 
Family Dwellings, ete.)

That the owner make a cash payment in lieu of the conveyance of 5% of 
the land ineluded in the plan to the City of Hamilton for park purposes. 


That such easements as may be required for utility or drainage purposes 
be granted to the appropriate authority. 


That the owner provide the City of Hamilton with a certified list showing 
the net area and width of each lot and block on the final plan. 


That Block 149 be developed only in conjunction with the abutting lands. 


That the dead-ends and the open sides of the road allowances created by 
this plan, be terminated in 0.5 m reserves to be conveyed to the 
municipality and held by the municipality until required for the future 
extension of the road allowances or for the development of abutting 
lands. 


That the owner agree in writing to satisfy the requirements, financial 
and otherwise, of the City of Hamilton. 


That the owner satisfy the requirements of the Hamilton Region 
Conservation Authority in regard to preparation and implementation ofa 
detailed drainage plan for the subdivision. 


(b) That a subdivision agreement be entered into by the Corporation of the City of 
Hamilton and the owner to provide for compliance with the conditions of 
approval established by the Hamilton-Wentworth Council with respect to this 
application (SA-83-02), S. Wise Construction Limited, owner, proposed draft 
plan of subdivision, and that the City execute the agreement when the said 
conditions have been met and the City's share of the cost of installing 
municipal services has been approved by the City Council.

(b) That the City Solicitor be directed to prepare a by-law to amend By-law 
No.80-290 and submit same to the Ontario Municipal Board for final approval, 
as per the direction of the Board in its decision of December 22, 1981. 


Explanatory Note - The Ontario Municipal Board issued an Order dated December 
22, 1981, which granted an 18-month approval to By-law No.80-290. The said 
By-law deleted "Penny Arcades" as a permitted use from the "I" (Central Business) 
District and revised the definition of "Penny Arcade" for purposes of clarification. 
The Board subsequently extended the temporary approval of the By-law until 
November 1983. 


It is intended that By-law No.80-290 be amended and forwarded to the Ontario 
Municipal Board so that the by-law can be considered for final approval prior to the 
lapsing of the temporary approval period presently in force. 


With respect to a Proposed Plan Change - Fiona Crescent, Gourley Neighbourhood - 


(a) That the Gourley Neighbourhood Plan be changed to include an area east of 
Fiona Crescent from the Stage II to Stage I drainage area as shown on the 
attached plan marked as APPENDIX "C"; 


(b) That the land use designation be changed for the area to be included into the 
Stage I drainage area from attached housing to single and double; and | 


(c) That the walkway be retained as long as possible and at least until the 
construction of the Mountain Arterial Road, and further, that the City 
negotiate the continued use of the walkway for a temporary access.

(b) That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a By-law to 
rescind By-law No.83-31 adopted by City Council January 11, 1983 respecting 
compliance with an Order dated June 25, 1982 for the demolition of the 
building at municipal number 49 Florence Street and removal of the demolition 
debris and levelling of lands pursuant to subsection 21 of section 43 of the 
Planning Act, R.S.O. 1980 Chapter 379 as the Order is now in compliance. 


That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a By-law to rescind 
By-law No.83-137 adopted by City Council April 26, 1983 respecting compliance 
with an Order dated November 30, 1982 for the demolition of the building at 
municipal number 308-310 Beach Boulevard and removal of the demolition debris and 
levelling of lands, pursuant to subsection 21 of section 43 of the Planning Act, 
R.S.O. 1980 Chapter 379 as the Order is now in compliance. 


That approval be given to the following recommendations dealing with ways and 
means of strengthening the Property Standards By-law No.74-74, so that the City is 
not faced with a similar problem in the future as they were with No.69 Fullerton 
Avenue, where an expenditure of $9,500.00 was approved to enclose and make the 
building safe: 


(a) That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a By-law from 


the draft attached as APPENDIX "E" to provide the additional powers under 
these and any other appropriate sections of The Municipal Act. 
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Benefits: Provide shorter time and less resources than enforcement under the 
Property Standards By-law procedures, 


(b) That the Task Force on derelict buildings be requested to investigate the 
impact of a policy change from response only to complaints for the 
enforcement of the Property Standards By-law, to other methods such as 
designated area enforcement of By-law No.74-74 (Property Standards By-law) 


Benefits: Small building deterioration and other minor problems could be 
corrected prior to complaints being received and prior to these problems 
developing into requirements of major repairs or demolition. 


(ec) That the Planning Department be requested to review the conversion 
requirements in Section 19 of the Zoning By-law with a goal to making more 
buildings eligible for conversion. For example, the By-law now states 
buildings must be erected before 1940, which is ten years prior to the passing 
of the Zoning By-law. This could be updated perhaps to 1970. Also, if lot 
sizes and parking areas could be reduced. 


Benefits: Buildings not financially manageable as single family dwellings, 
which are deteriorating, may be made manageable by increasing the 
occupancy, and providing financial means to maintain the buildings to a higher 
standard. It would also provide legal separate dwelling units, often replacing 
units which are not properly converted or safe, and are illegally occupied. 


(d) That the City Solicitor be requested to prepare by-laws with regard to 
demolition and repair of buildings under the Property Standards By-law, 
immediately after concurrence by the Planning and Development Committee, 
for submission to the following Council meeting for approval. 


Benefits: Existing system requires submission to Council to instruct the — 
preparation and after preparation, again it is submitted to Council for 
passage. The Building Department's recommendation would not require 
Council to instruct the Legal Department to prepare the By-law. This could 
save up to eight weeks in the summer and four weeks other times of the year. 


That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a By-law to Control 
Termites under the authority of the Municipal Act. 


Explanatory Note - By-law No.83-019, providing for the control of termites, was 
passed on December 14, 1982, under The Planning Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 379, 
paragraphs 22 and 23 of subsection 1 of section 46. The provisions were repealed by 
subsection 1 of section 73 of The Planning Act, 1983, which came into force on 
August 1, 1983. . 


Exactly the same provisions which were repealed, were inserted into The Municipal 
Act by section 1 of The Planning Amendment Act, 1983, which therefore know is the 
statute that provides authority for the control of termites. 


As a result of the deletion of the provisions from The Planning Act and the insertion 
of like provisions of The Municipal Act, it is now necessary to enact a By-law to 
control termites under the authority of The Municipal Act, because the previous 
authority no longer exists.

EXPLANATORY NOTE - BY-LAW NO. 83-228 


The City of Hamilton has passed By-law No. 83-228 which amends the 
established M-11, M-12, M-13, M-14 and M-15 (Prestige Industrial 
Districts) as follows:

The by-law restructures the format of the existing "M" Districts 
by placing the permitted uses into a table format (Table 1 - 
Residential Uses, Table 2 - Public Uses, Table 4 - Commercial 
Uses, Table 5 - Industrial Uses) and by creating a discrete 
complement of zoning regulations for each zone. 


The wording relating to the tables outlining the permitted uses is 
based on the Statistics Canada, Standard Industrial 
Classification, 1980. 


The by-law permits a greater variety of uses in the various 
zones. The new uses which have been added are identified in the 
attached tables by a (0) whereas the (X) identifies those uses 
which are already permitted under the existing "M" Districts. 


The total aS area for Signage has been reduced from 
1.0 mé to 0.5 of sign area per 0.5 m of linear street 
frontage. ; 


Under the existing "M" District regulations a wall sign may 
encroach into a required yard up to 0.1 m. The permitted 
encroachment has been increased to 0.5 m under the amending by-law. 


In the M-12, M-14, and M-15 Districts the required rear yard has 
been reduced fom 7.5 m to 4.5 m. 


In the M-12, M-13, M-14 and M-15 Districts the required side yard 
standard has been changed from "10% of the lot width" to "10% of 
the lot width up to a maximum of 6.0 m”. 


The existing height regulations for all "M" Districts make 
reference to both "metres" and "storeys". The reference to 
storeys has been deleted so that height regulations are expressed 


_in terms of metres. 


The existing by- law requires that any loading or storage area 
located in a side yard or.rear yard must be 7.5 m from an abutting 
street or highway, or a residential or commercial district. 


The 7.5 m setback has been reduced to 6.0 m and the reference to 
the commercial district has been deleted. 
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The existing by-law for the "M" Districts requires that the entire 
required front yard be landscaped. Thus, in the M-1] and M-12 
Districts in which the required front yard is 12.9 m, a large area 
of the lot is unuseable for other uses. 


The amending by-law requires that a 6.0 m wide landscaped area be 
provided in the front yard and directly abutting the streetline. 
This would allow the remaining 6.0 m of the required front yard in 
the M-11 and M-12 Districts to be used for parking. 


The amending by-law stipulates the fol lowing: 


"Except for parking areas and access driveways accessory 
thereto, no industrial building or structure shall be 
erected and no industrial use and no outside storage other 
than outside parking facilities shall be situate less than 
90.0 m from any building or structure on land used solely 
for residential purposes within the area shown on 

~ Schedule "J". 


Schedule "J" delineates the affected lands which comprise the East 
Mountain Industrial Park. The above regulation requires 
industrial buildings and structures and industrial uses, and 
outside storage to be located at least 90.0 m from any residential 
buildings or structures on lands used solely for residential 
purposes and which are located within the Industrial Park. 


This by-law applies to vacant and developed lands that are roughly 
bounded by Upper Ottawa Street, the proposed Mountain Freeway 


‘Alignment and the eastern and southern limits of the City of 


Hamilton.

Notwithstanding sections 2.4 or 2.5, domestic waste of any 
kind or industrial waste of any kind may be dumped or 
disposed on lands or in structures which have been 
designated for that purpose by by-law of the Corporation. 


Notwithstanding sections 2.4 or 2.5, land may be used for 
storing, wrecking or dismantling or salvaging motor vehicle 
parts, when the owner, lessee or occupant is in possession 
of a valid City of Hamilton licence so to do.

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ENFORCEMENT 


The Commissioner or an Inspector may enter upon and inspect 
any land or structure where they have reason to believe 
there is a violation of this by-law at all reasonable times.

MEMORANDUM ON TOURISM 


Prepared For: 


The Special Task Force on Employment Strategy 


Tourism is a state of mind. 


People who are tourists want CHANGE AND GOOD SERVICE and are willing to pay 
reasonable prices. It is up to the individual community, such as Hamilton-Wentworth, to 
make it possible for tourists to spend their dollars as easily as possible. 


At the present time, our community, like so many others, tolerates visitors, rather than 
welcomes them. 


To become a tourist centre is important. The potential of Hamilton-Wentworth and area 
is enormous . .. a potential that we have failed to really tap in recent years. 


If we decide to work at it ina program, supported by enthusiasm, it can and will produce 


20 thousand new jobs in five years, along with 22 million dollars in new revenues. 


The cost over that five year period will be about five million dollars ... a very small 
investment for such return. Such money should be strictly reserved for support 
functions, for seeding new ventures and to co-ordinate and promote all attractions within 
our economic orbit. 


But .. . our community MUST COMMIT ITSELF if such a program is to succeed. Part of 
the work which needs doing is internal, part of it external ... the initial stages dealing 
only with existing facilities. New ventures will generate once investors see that our 
community is serious about tourism and conventions. 


On the internal side, we need hospitality schools, using our first rate training facilities. 
We need to educate our workers about tourism, we need to educate the general public. 


On the external side .. . we need an ongoing "think tank" to keep us alert, up-to-date and 
innovative. We need improved access to our attractions. We need co-ordinated 
advertising. .

BUT PERHAPS MOST OF ALL... WE NEED SIGNS..... BIG SIGNS AND LOTS OF 
THEM, along with well designed, well placed and well staffed "WELCOME CENTRES" to 
tell people who we are, why we want them to visit and what they can see. The very 
excellent competition we face is outstanding and we must be better. 


Tours should be initiated and controlled year round. There are no less than thirty such 
opportunities right now ... all the way from Maple Syrup Festivals to Shopping and 
Scenic Tours. 


We need guide services to get people about our City. We need maps, routing and street 
marking for those who wish to use their own cars. 


All of these areas need trained professional staff to organize and supervise and our 
community must train and position such people. That's new employment ... lots of 
it...and if we create 2,000 new jobs directly, they in turn will generate 10 for 1.

In addition we need to help fully exploit the many fine special attractions we have 

now ... but take for granted... ITS YOUR DAY ... HERITAGE DAY ... THE CACTUS 
FESTIVAL ... FLAG DAY ... THE KITE FESTIVAL ... ALL DESPERATELY NEED 
SUPPORT. 


We also need strong vocal and some financial aid for such organizations as hotels, the 
arena, the Tiger Cats, the Flamborough Raceway ... the Lion Safari ... the Pioneer 
Village ... all of them ignored. In most cases the financial aid is simply increased 
promotion. For example, our harbour boat tour is one of Canada's best kept secrets. 


But without doubt ... our biggest problem is signage. We build major attractions and then 
hide them. Visitors have major problems even knowing they exist, let alone finding and 
enjoying them. 


We also need to develop a complete and innovative line of souvenirs to be readily 


available and controlled with proceeds going into maintenance of this vital community 
program.

That the City adopt, in principle, a policy of placing electrical and telephone 
services underground. 


That the City evaluate the placement of underground electrical and 
telephone services during road reconstruction projects on an individual basis 
for esthetics, availability of land, financial restraints and utility manpower 
availability. . 
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iii. That the transportation planning section of the EngineeriAg Department, on 
behalf of the City approach the telephone and hydro utilities to enter into a 
cost sharing agreement with the utilities. 


NOTE: Due to the unsightly appearance and vulnerability to damage of overhead 
electrical services, staff was directed to investigate the placement of 
underground electrical and telephone services in areas of new construction 
and reconstruction projects. 


(a) Overhead electrical and telephone distribution systems are not only 
unsightly but are vulnerable to damage, damage which may result in 
disruption of services, or may create a potentially hazardous condition, 
eg. downed lines. 


Underground systems are not visible nor are they exposed to the hazards 
of falling limbs, high winds, or electrical storms. 


(b) Presently, costs associated with the replacement of existing overhead 
electrical distribution systems with underground systems, are as follows 
for an average residential area. 


1. If underground placement is at the request of the road authority, and it 
is feasible for the plant to go overhead, the utility recovers 100% of 
the capital investment in the existing plant plus 100% of costs 
associated with the new underground system. 


This would represent an average cost of $12.00 per foot frontage or 
approximately $550.00 per typical residential lot. 


2. If overhead is not feasible due to land restrictions or congested air 
space the utility recovers 50% of labour costs associated with removal 
of existing service and installation of the new underground service, 
approximately $5.00 per foot or $225.00 per typical city lot. 


In both eases the costs for private service alterations, are placed on 
the home owner, approximately $400 to $500 for meter conversion plus 
private property restoration. 


These costs represent the simplest of conversions and more complex 
distribution systems may necessitate more costly network changes. 


Because of high costs associated with conversion each and every 
construction area should be assessed on its own. 


(c) The absence of a cost sharing agreement leaves staff without a hard and 
fast schedule of fees for overhead conversion.

For many years, USARCO has had access over lands which were believed to 
be lands of the Hamilton Harbour Commissioners. Recently, the Harbour 


‘Commissioners have required each company that uses their lands for access 


to enter into an agreement and in some cases to relocate those access 
points. There has been discussion, but no agreement, between USARCO and 
the Hamilton Harbour Commissioners on these requirements. In 
reasearching the rights of USARCO, their solicitors have determined that 
there is the possibility that the lands may not, in fact, belong to the Harbour 
Commissioners but to the City of Hamilton. 


The Harbour Commissioners are presently reconstructing their access roads 
and the effect will be to change the location of the access of USARCO 
possibly resulting in increased costs to USARCO. 


In 1948 the City deeded to the Harbour Commission all lands north of the 
shoreline excepting lands that had come to the City from the Province or 
Dominion. It was not indicated which lands these exceptions applied to. In 
1952, the City again deeded lands to the Harbour Commission, this time 
excepting the strip of land north of Strathearne Avenue on which is located 
the subject access. Thus the two deeds may not be in agreement with each 
other. 


The Commissioner of Engineering be authorized to tender a maintenance 
contract at an estimated cost of $41,000 for repairs to the road surface on 
Beach Road from Ottawa Street North to Martimus Street. 


The City's share for this work - 66 2/3% of the actual cost including the 
Region's administration cost which is estimated at $27,333 be included in the 
City's 1984 budget for payment to Dofasco. 


On 83 09 28, Dofasco by letter requested that because the road surface on 
Beach Road from Ottawa Street North to Martimus Street is showing 
considerable deterioration and rutting that it be placed in a good state of 
repair this fall in order to prevent the possibility of serious break up and 
therefore delays to vehicular traffic and in particular Dofasco ingot trucks, 
during the winter months. 


Beach Road is used by Dofasco to transport ingots and steel coils from one 
section of their plant to another section.

The reconstruction and maintenance cost of Beach Road between Ottawa 
Street North and Martimus Street is covered in the Ingot Truck Agreement ° 
between Dofaseo Ine. and the City of Hamilton on the’basis of 33 1/3% 
Dofasco's share and 66 2/3% City of Hamilton share. 


A recent inspection of the road indicated that 28 transverse joints of a total 
of 66 joints have broken down and failed. As well several manholes and 
catch basins have broken down. Together these failures are causing 
excessive bouncing of vehicles and in particular the ingot trucks along this 
road. 


It should also be mentioned that the continued bouncing of vehicles as heavy 


as the ingot trucks will certainly accelerate the deterioration of the road 
bed and the remaining unbroken transverse joints. Therefore, it is quite 
desirable to initiate repair work to this section’of road as soon as possible. 
Even more desirable is to have this work completed before the winter so 
that the winter condition does not have an opportunity to amplify this poor 
condition. 


Dofaseo also advised in their letter that whereas the City's 1983 budget did 
not identify funds for the maintenance project and in the event that 
financing from another source was not available in 1983 that Dofasco would 
be prepared to finance 100% of the repair work in 1983 if the City would 
reimburse Dofasco for 66 2/3% of the total cost of the work in 1984 as per 
the Ingot Truck Agreement. 


The estimated cost for the remedial works to be underetaken as soon as 


possible, ideally this fall, is $41,000 of which the City's share is $27,333 or 
66 2/3% and Dofasco's share is $13,667 or 33 1/3%.

REASONS FOR DESIGNATION 


In 1890 to 1893, Hamilton merchant Thomas C. Watkins built the 
new premises for The Right House on Gore Park, heralding the arrival in the city of 
a contemporary innovation—retail marketing on the grand scale. The Right House 
was bigger, bolder and better equipped than any of its neighbouring rowhouse storeSe 
Architect William Stewart & Son had been able to translate this new merchandising 
spirit into architectural terms with considerable success and a good measure of 
Victorian flamboyance. 

In the interest of promoting its "modern" aspect, The Right House design 
employed many of the fashionable features of the day: running arcades, columns and 
stone arches busily articulated the street facade; contemporary pressed metal work 
provided the crowning decoration to eaves anc parapet (now gone); window openings 
contained so much plate glass that the building was nicknamed the Crystal Palace; 
and modern conveniences such as the elevator offered an added degree of comfort and 
class to shopping excursions. In terms of subsequent architectural developments, 
Watkins! building was not only the first but it is now also the last of the 
large nineteenth century department stores to survive intact in the city. As such, 
The Right House is a unique example of its kind. in Hamiltone 

That entrepreneur Watkins chose to locate on the Gore was in keeping with 
a city tradition, for the Gore was the commercial focus of Hamilton for both retail 
and wholesale businesses. Furthermore, Gore Park was a major city attraction for 
Hamiltonians at the turn of the century; its lush mature trees, flower beds 
and graceful fountain provided a setting not only pleasant for people but also 
highly complimentary to the surrounding architecture. Then, as today, Watkins! 
store related well to the site, for its design was both harmonious and 
distinctive, and its size was scaled appropriately for people and open square. 
While the Gore streetscape has continued to evolve—new buildings have replaced old 
and facades have changed according to fashion—the Right House has maintained 
its place of prominence. The building still serves as a major anchor block on 
the Gore, and, except for minor changes, retains its original appearance and 
vitality. 

Of particular significance are the south and east facades on the exterior 


and the cast iron columns on the first floor of the interior.

Reasons for Designation 


At the east end of the city, near Confederstion Park, 
@re located the original structures of Hamilton's first 
pumping stétion on the property of the region's present 
weterworkse 


Built in 1857-60, the historic waterworks, the system 
as well &s the architecture, was designed by Thomas C. Keefer, 
one of the country's most important civil engineers and a 
leading proponent of Canadian railroads, canals, and 
public works projects. 


Of major significance is thet this entire complex--the 
pumphouse along with its engines, flywheels and pumps, the 
boiler house, the woodshed end the chimney stack--all survived 
in excellent condition and relatively unaltered, thanks to the 
devoted and careful stewardship of city and regional engineers. 
Today, these rotative Wolf compound beam engines are the only 
surviving, opereting beam engines in situ in North America. 
In 1982, the National Sites and Monuments Board of Parks Canada 
designated the pumping station as a "Site of National Importance". 


In terms of industrial architecture, the waterworks dates 
from the end of Hamilton's limestone era and from the beginning 
of the region's industrial expansion. Keefer's pumphouse 
design combines the massive masonry construction of Classical 
Revivai style with the streamlined gleaming machinery of the 
new industrial age. The interior is a stunning and masterful 
synthesis of the two. The machinery, of English design, was 
a milestone in Canadian industriai history for it marked the 
first time that such large-scaled works were manufactured in 
this country, successfully executed by the John Gartshore 
Iron Foundry of Dundas. 


Historically, Keefer's waterworks represented a major 
step forward in Hamilton's evolution into a modern city 
and considerable credit is due such foresighted leaders 
&s Adam Browne In keeping with its civic tradition, the 
original complex will be opened to the public in 1983 as

WHEREAS the present economic situation has resulted in many of our 
constituents losing their jobs and being forced to accept Unemployment 
Insurance or General Welfare Assistance in order to survive; 


AND WHEREAS the present unemployment rate for the Metro-Hamilton 
area is approximately ll percent; 


AND WHEREAS the rate of unemployment for the construction workers in 
the Hamilton-Brantford area is in excess of 60 percent; 


AND WHEREAS the continuation of this crisis will cause untold difficulties 
and hardships for many families in our community; 


AND WHEREAS the Council of the City of Hamilton is concerned about the 
health and welfare of all its citizens, including those workers employes in 
the construction industry or affected by its slowdown; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Council of the City of Hamilton 
extend an invitation to Mr. Tom Casey, Business Manager for the Hamilton- 
Brantford Ontario Building and Construction Trades Council, to address City 
Council at a future meeting; 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the address take place in the 
Council Chamber at a regularly scheduled Council Meeting, with the 
necessary arrangements to be carried out by the City Clerk. 


After consideration at its meeting held October 4, 1983, the Committee 
respectfully recommends that no change be made ‘to the present Asters of 
inviting persons to address City Council.

(iii) Demand that unemployed and construction workers registered in their 
hiring halls be protected from job search stipulations for the full 
period of unemployment; 


(iv) Demand greater labour union representation on the Board of Referees 
to deal with appeals.

1971 Ward Boundaries (Map 1) 


Table 1 shows the population and eligible voters in each of 

the 1971 wards based on the 1982 Regional Assessment. It is 
obvious that Ward 5 greatly exceeds both the total population 

and voter population of the other wards. The difference in voter 
population between the highest and lowest wards is 13,454. 


Wards 2, 6, and 7: are somewhat lower in voter population than the 
other wards. Revision to the 1971 ward boundaries is recommended 
to produce more balanced voter populations in each ward.

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REVISION 1 (Map 2) 


Revision 1 is based on minimal boundary change to bring voter 
populations in each ward into balance. Changes are made in Wards 
Aeon fe and 66 as. follows: 


a) the eastern boundary for Ward 4 is moved to Parkdale Avenue 
and Lawrence Road. This brings the 1982 voter population 
fomeanacd ato: s0,6>6eand for Ward 5 to 33,386; 


b) Ward 6 is revised by adding Macassa Neighbourhood, which 
increases its voter population to 26,580; 


c) Ward 7 loses Macassa but gains Balfour Neighbourhood so that 
its voter population is 25,113; and, 


ad) Ward 8 loses Balfour Neighbourhood, which lowers its voter 
population to be more in line with the other wards on the 
Mountain. 


Recommendation 


Revision 1 improves upon the existing discrepancies in ward voter 
populations, but Ward 5 still has considerably higher population 
than all the other wards. Wards 2 and 7 are slightly lower, but 
this should be offset by future growth in the downtown and around 
Lime Ridge Mall, and east of Upper James. The difference between 
the highest and lowest voter populations is 8,273. 


Revision 1 is not recommended hecause Ward 5 is considerably 
higher than the other wards in voter population at present, and 
its voter population is increasing so that this difference will 
become greater in the future. 


REVISION 2 (Map 3) 


Revision 2 alters the ward boundaries using neighbourhoods to 
produce straight boundary lines. Changes are made in Wards 4, 
5, 6, 7, and 8 as follows: 


a) theeastern boundary of Ward 4 is moved to Parkdale Avenue 
and the Red Hill Creek to the Escarpment. This produces 
a Ward 4 voter population of 30,662 and a Ward 5 voter 
population of 33,380; 


the boundary between Wards 6 and 7 becomes Upper Sherman

Avenue. Voter population in Ward 6 is then 30,509 and in 
Ward 7, it) is v23 3043 -anG; 

c) the boundary between Wards 7 and 8 becomes Upper James Street. 
Voter population in Ward 7 is 23,354 and in-Ward 8, it» 1s 
26,748. 

Recommendation 


Revision 2 produces straight boundaries, but creates greater 
voter discrepancies than at present, particularly between Wards 6 
and 7. Wards 4 and 5 are still considerably higher in voter 
population than the other wards. The difference between the 
highest and lowest voter populations is 10,026. This revision 

is not recommended since voter population disparities remain. 


REVISION 3 (Map 4) 


Revision 3 alters all wards except Ward 1. It attempts to balance 
voter populations now and in the future and to maintain straight 
line boundaries where possible. Changes are made as follows: e

Stinson Neighbourhood is added to Ward 2 to increase its 
voter population to 28,586; 


Stinson Neighbourhood is removed from Ward 3, but Ward 3's 
boundary on the east is moved from Gage Avenue to Ottawa Street.

Ward 4's western boundary becomes Ottawa Street, and its 
eastern boundary is moved to the Red Hill Creek and Lawrence Road. 
Ward 4 voter population is then 28,381; 


Ward 5's voter population is reduced to 28,389 by the removal 
of lands added to Ward 4; 


Ward 6 is revised by adding Macassa Neighbourhood which 
brings voter population to 26,580; 


Ward 7 loses Macassa Neighbourhood but gains Centremount 
and Balfour Neighbourhoods from Ward 8. This brings the 
Ward 7 voter population to 27,375; and, 


Ward 8 loses Centremount and Balfour Neighbourhood. Its 
population becomes 26,748. 


Recommendation 


Revision 3 changes the boundaries of seven of the eight wards. 
The boundary changes in the lower City wards are significant. 
To achieve voter balance in Wards 4 and 5, all boundaries of 
Ward 4 are altered. The voter population of Wards 4 and 5 
becomes almost identical. 


Ward 3 is left with the highest voter population of any ward 
in the City. However, this ward is not growing, so other wards 
should eventually catch up to it. 


Wards 6 and 8 on the Mountain are slightly lower in voter 
population than Ward 7. However, subdivision approvals and 
apartment developments in these areas should maintain a balance 
among the three Mountain wards. 


The difference between the highest and lowest voter populations 
THReavTelonmie is oyilo..

The Finance Committee presents its EIGHTEENTH Report and respectfully recommends:

That in view of the Downtown Business Improvement Area continuing their programme for 
the year 1984, the City Treasurer be authorized to make payments to the B.I.A. in 
accordance with the schedule of payments as approved by City Council on May 31, 1983 with 
the adoption of section 10 of the Thirteenth Report of the Planning and Development 
Committee, and with the understanding that any shortfall in 1983 will be adjusted in the 1984 
programme. 


By Supreme Court writ of summons issued May 11, 1982, Gino and Lena Mary Bertollo 
commenced action against the City and the Region for damages occasioned to their property 
at 784 Rymal Road East on March 13, 1982 when the drainage ditch in front of their home 
overflowed, flooding their basement. They claimed general damages of $5 000 for suffering, 
inconvenience and loss of enjoyment of life and special damages of $10 360.43 regarding 
cleaning expenses and damages to personal property.

(Agricultural) District to "G-3" (Public Parking Lots) District be denied for the 
following reasons: 


i) The proposal is premature, in that the extension of the commercial 
designation may undermine the intent of a future Neighbourhood Plan. 


ii) The proposal is considered to be premature pending the outcome of the 
"Upper James - South Mountain Area Study". 


iii) Approval of the Application would set an undesirable precedent for 
future similar applications. 


(b) That approval be given to Amended Zoning Application 83-47, Ronald J. 
Creighton, owner, to establish modifications to the zoning regulations 
applicable to the property located at 19 Rymal Road East, as shown on the 
attached plan marked as APPENDIX "C" on the following basis:- 


i) That the "AA" (Agricultural) District provisions of By-law No.6593 be 
modified in accordance with Section 38 of The Planning Act, R.S.O. 1983, 
to permit the temporary use of these lands for the parking of motor 
vehicles for a three-year period; 


ii) That notwithstanding the provisions of Section 18(3) (ive) (e) of By-law 
No.6593 a visual barrier shall not be required along the easterly and 
northerly lot line; 


ii) Thata planting strip at least 3.0 m wide be provided and maintained 
along the entire southerly lot line and within the subject lands; 


iii) - That access to and from the subject lands be prohibited from Rymal 
Road East;

iv) That the amending by-law be added to Section 19B of Zoning By-law 
No.6593 as Schedule S- , and that the subject land on Zoning District 
Map E-9D be notated S- : 


v) That the City Solicitor be directed to prepare a by-law to amend Zoning 
By-law No.6593 and Zoning District Map E-9D; and 


vi) That the proposed change in zoning is in conformity with the Official 
Plan for the Hamilton Planning Area. 


(ec) That By-law No.79-275 establishing site plan control areas be amended by 
adding the subject lands to Schedule "A" 


(d) That approval of the subject Zoning By-law be withheld until such time as the 
following conditions have been satisfied: 


i) That the applicant apply for and receive approval of the required site 
plan through the Planning and Development Committee; and 


ii) That the applicant complete outstanding works in accordance with the 
reapproved site plan for the "HH" (Restrieted Commercial etc.) District 
portion of the property. 


Explanatory Note - The By-law provides for a modification to the "AA" _ 
(Agricultural) District applicable to the lands shown on the attached map marked as 
APPENDIX "C" to permit the parking of motor vehicles on the lands for a temporary 
period of three years. 


In addition, the By-law will provide a variance to delete the requirement of 
providing a visual barrier along the easterly and northerly lot line. However, the 
By-law will require that a minimum 3.0 m wide planting strip be provided along the 
entire southerly lot line which adjoins Rymal Road East. Furthermore, vehicular 
access to the subject property will be prohibited from Rymal Road East. 


That approval be given to Official Plan Amendment No.7 by:

CENTRES, where applicable, in the preparation of Neighbourhood Plans: 


(i) A Sub-Regional SHOPPING CENTRE will have a minimum of 37,000 
square metres of gross floor area and function as the focus of a multi-use 
node as provided for in the Regional Official Plan; 


(ii) A District SHOPPING CENTRE will have a gross floor area of 23,000 
square metres to a maximum of 37,000 square metres; 


(iii). A Community SHOPPING CENTRE will have a gross floor area of 14,000 
‘square metres to a maximum of 23,000 square metres; 
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(iv) A Neighbourhood SHOPPING CENTRE will have a gross floor area of 
2,000 square metres to a maximum of 14,000 square metres; and 


(v) A Convenience SHOPPIN G CENTRE will have a maximum gross floor 
area of 2,000 square metres." 


(b) modifying Policy 2.5 in Section D.2 - PLANNING UNITS AND 
NEIGHBOURHOOD PLANS by adding the following: 


"x) In the preparation of NEIGHBOURHOOD PLANS, the following design 
standards will be used for the Special Policy Areas identified on Schedule 
B.2 to determine the site area requirement of a Shopping Centre; in 
particular: 


(i) 1,400 square metres/1,000 persons in site area requirement (0.14 
hectares/1,000 persons) will be used in Special Policy Area 21 for a 
Community Shopping Centre; 


(ii) 2,100 square metres/1,000 persons in site area requirement (O21 
hectares/1,000 persons) will be used in Special Policy Area 22 for a 
Neighbourhood Shopping Centre; and, 


(iii) 1,000 square metres/1,000 persons in site area requirement (0.10 
hectares/1,000 persons) will be used in Special Policy Area 23 for a 
Convenience Shopping Centre. 


The preferred locations of each type of Shopping Centre will be in accordance 
with Schedule B-2 of this Plan. However, given that the viability of these 
Centres is predicated on how they interact with each other, Council may vary 
the location for the Centres identified on Schedule B-2, without an 
Amendment to this Plan, provided that the total number of Centres in each 
classification is not increased and that such Centres: 


a) | comply with the above standards; 

b) locate on Arterial Roads; 

¢) maintain adequate separation distances to ensure their equitable 
distribution; 

d) complement other Centres already existing and/or approved; and 

e) satisfy the requirement of Policies A.2.2.9 and A.2.2.11 in this Plan. 


Accordingly, the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a By-law to 
adopt Official Plan Amendment No.7 to the Official Plan for the Hamilton Planning 
Area. 


Explanatory Note - To guide the neighbourhood planning process in the distribution 
of Shopping Centres, a number of design standards are required in the Official 
Plan. The standards identified in b) above are based on a parking, loading, 
maneuvering, and landscaping area of twice the commercial gross floor area. 


That City Council endorse proposed Amendment No.7 to the Hamilton-Wentworth 
Official Plan; and 


That the City Clerk be directed to advise the Hamilton-Wentworth Council and the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing. accordingly. 
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Explanatory Note - The proposed Amendment changes Policy 6.2.1.4 of the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan by adding a flexibility clause at the end. This 
Amendment will have no direct impact on the City's Official Plan. 


-That approval be given to Application SA-81-07, Symroy Corporation Limited, 


owner, to modify the draft approval for the Rexford Heights ~ Phase I subdivision, 
located on the south side of Limeridge Road East between Upper Sherman Avenue 
and Upper Gage Avenue, by deleting lots 1 to 5 inclusive. 


That approval be given to amend Condition 6 as recommended to the Region for 
Application SA-83-01, Marvin Wasserman, owner, for a draft plan of subdivision 
located at the north-east corner of Limeridge Road East and Upper Wellington 
Street, so that the condition reads as follows: 


That the owner make a cash payment in lieu of the conveyance of 5% of the 

land included in the plan to the City for park purposes. This condition would 
not apply if the owner has acquired a parkland credit, so that the public land 
dedication may be satisfied by deducting the required area from the parkland 
credit of the owner.

That the appropriation of $50,000.00 for 1983 in Account No.0374-1146 - Receptions 
and Public Events - be increased by $2,000.00 to $52,000.00 and that the Finance 
Committee be requested to recommend the method of financing this additional 
appropriation. 


Explanatory Note - With the approval of grants and receptions by City Council to 
date, the appropriation of $50,000.00 will be completely expended following the 
annual Quarter Century Club Dinner scheduled to take place on November 4, 1983. 
An appropriation of $65,500.00 was requested for 1983, however, this amount was 
reduced by $15,500.00 by the Legislation Committee during budget review, and the 
appropriation established at $50,000.00. The additional appropriation of $2,000.00 
will enable the Committee to entertain further grant requests of minimal amounts 
for the balance of 1983.

Hairstylists may only operate in these licensed 
establishments, so the Legislation Committee concurs with the comments of 
the Hamilton Licensing Committee that there are adequate controls to govern 
their operation. It should also be noted that hairstylists are regulated by the 
Province through the Ministry of Colleges and Universities. 


4. City of Windsor 
That the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing be requested to amend the 


legislation regarding the amount municipalities are entitled to charge as 
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penalties for non-payment of taxes to allow municipal councils to fix the rate 
of penalties on outstanding taxes, at their own discretion. 


Explanatory Note - A municipality may set the interest rate on penalty and 
interest based on either the Municipal Act which provides for a maximum rate 
to be charged of 1.1/4% per month, or 15% per annum, or the Municipal Interest 
and Discount Rates Act. The present rate for the City of Hamilton is 15% per 
annum and has been set in accordance with the Municipal Act. The Municipal 
Interest and Discount Rates Act provides that the municipality may set a rate 
1.1/2% above the prime lending rate of chartered banks. 


The experience of the City of Hamilton with respect to the legislation 
governing penalty and interest is that it does provide the appropriate 
flexibility for setting these rates. Accordingly, the Legislation Com mittee 
concurs with the opinion of the City Treasurer that the setting of these rates 
should not be totally set by local councils without some sort of uniform 
controls applied through legislation.

NOTE: This price was the lowest of three tenders received. Maple Leaf 
Industrial Sales Ltd., ceased operation before it could deliver the tractors. 
The manufacturer, Ford Motor Company, is prepared to complete the 
commitment and Maple Leaf Industrial Sales has released its interest in the 
tractors. 


2. With the adoption of section 1 of the Seventeenth Report Report of the Finance 
Committee, City Council at its meeting on October 11th, 1983 granted permission 
for the construction of a Cancer Clinic Lodge on the grounds of the Henderson 
General Hospital. 


In this regard, the Committee further recommends that the Mayor and City Clerk

In addition, the proposed agreement contemplates that the City and the Hospital 
will enter into a long term lease with the Foundation for operating the Lodge at the 
Foundation's expense. The lease to be subject to further Council approval at a 
future date. ) 


That the Corporation of the City of Hamilton enter into a two year lease 
arrangement with Scott Computer Leasing, Inc., for the central processing units of 
the City's computer and selected peripheral devices. 


NOTE: During the past weeks the City Treasurer has been in contact with several 
computer leasing organizations in order to ascertain what savings could be attained 
through the use of their services. He became aware IBM Canada proposed to 
increase their monthly charges later in 1983. IBM Canada has now announced price 
increases ranging from 5% to 15%, effective November 1, 1983. If the City 
continues to rent computer facilities from IBM Canada during 1984, the additinoal 
costs resulting from the announcement will have substantial impact on our budget. 
The leasing arrangement negotiated with Scott Computer Leasing Inc., will permit 
the City to maintain the monthly charges in effect as at October 26, 1983, with 
IBM, resulting in a saving in excess of $50 000. 


Approval of the write-off of outstanding realty and business taxes totalling $77 


848.45, as uncollectible, in accordance with section 495 of The Municipal Act, 
R.S.O. 1980, as contained in a list prepared by the City Treasurer, dated October Cs 
1983, and that the writing-off of these taxes be charged to Account No. 0222, Tax 
Write-offs.

The following text, together with Schedule "B-2" attached hereto, 
constitute Amendment No. 7. 


PURPOSE 


To introduce a number of design standards to guide the 
neighbourhood planning process in the distribution of 
shopping centres. 


LOCATION 


This is a comprehensive Amendment which affects that area 
of the City south of the proposed east-west transportation 
facility. 


BASIS 


This Amendment can be supported on the basis that the lack 

of specific commercial design standards has made the planning 
of future shopping centres in the undeveloped neighbourhoods 
aQrvErli cult. 


ACTUAL CHANGE 


i) Policy A.2.2.8 in Subsection A.2.2 COMMERCIAL USES be 
medified to read es follows: 


"Council recognizes SHOPPING CENTRES as appropriate 

forms of Commercial development necessary to the 

economic health of the City and the Region. In this 
regard, Council will utilize the following classifications 
of SHOPPING CENTRES, where applicable, in the preparation 
of Neighbourhood Plans: 


i) A Sub-Regional SHOPPING CENTRE will have a 
minimum of 37,000 square metres of gross floor 
area and function as the focus of a multi-use 
node as provided for in the Regional Official 
Plan; 


ii) A District SHOPPING CENTRE will have a gross 
floor area of 23,000 square metres to a maximum 
of 37,000 square metres; 


iii) A Community SHOPPING CENTRE will have a gross 


floor area of 14,000 square metres to a maximum 
of 23,000 square metres; 
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iv) A Neighbourhood SHOPPING CENTRE will have a 
gross floor area of 2,000 square metres to a 
maximum of 14,000 square metres; and, 


v) A Convenience SHOPPING CENTRE will have a 
maximum gross floor area of 2,000 square 
metres." 


The following new policy be added to Subsection D.2 - 
Planning Units and Neighbourhood Plans as Policy 2.5 x): 


"In the preparation of NEIGHBOURHOOD PLANS, the 
following design standards will be used for the Special 
Policy Areas identified on Schedule B.2 to determine 
the site area requirement of a Shopping Centre; in 
particular: 


a) 1,400 square metres/1,000 persons in site 
area requirement (0.14 hectares/1,000 persons) 
will be used in Special Policy Area 21 for a 
Community Shopping Centre; 


b) 2,100 square metres/1,000 persons in site area 
requirement (0.21 hectares/1,000 persons) will 
be used in Special Policy Area 22 fora 
Neighbourhood Shopping Centre; and, 


c) 1,000 square metres/1,000 persons in site area 
requirement (0.10 hectares/1,000 persons) will 
be used in Special Policy Area 23 for a 
Convenience Shopping Centre. 


The preferred locations of each type of Shopping Centre 
will be in accordance with Schedule B-2 of this Plan. 
However, given that the viability of these Centres is 
predicated on how they interact with each other, Council 
may vary the location for the Centres identified on 
Schedule B-2, without an Amendment to this Plan, provided 
that the total number of Centres in each classification 
is not increased and that such Centres: 


a) comply with the above standards; 

b) locate on Arterial Roads; 

c) maintain adequate separation distances to 
ensure their equitable distribution; 

d) complement other Centres already existing
